CHAP. IL 
A Deſcription of the Way to Hieruſalem on Horſe, 
on Foot, or by Sea. 


E that will travel to Hieruſalem, may go many 
$ ways both by Sea and Land, after the Country 
that he cometh from. And think not, kind Rea- 

def that J will tell all the Towns, Cities, and 


England, Ierland. Wales, Scotland, and Norway, he may if he will 
go thꝛough Almain, and thzough the Kingdom of Hungary, which 
Bing is a mighty Lozd, and holdeth many Lands and great: 
foz he holdeth the Land of Hungary, Savoy, Camony, a great part 
of the Bingpam ok Ruſſia, and reacheth to the land of Miliain, 
and marcheth on to Cyprus. And men muſt paſs then thzough - 
the land of Hungary, and thzough the City that men call Capa- 
numy, and nter the Caſtle ot Nurburgh, and by the Ille Torne, 
and ſo. by the River of Danubi, that is à great River, and go⸗ 
eth into Almain under the Hills of Lumbardy, and it taketh in- 
to it 12 1 Rivers, and runneth throughout Hungary, 
though Creſſes and Crochie, and goeth tuto the Sen ſo ſtrongly, 


and with ſo great might, that the water is freſh thirty _ 
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within the Sea. And afterwards men go to Belgrave, and enter 
into the Land of Bugres, and there men paſs a Bzidge of Stone 
that is over the River of Morack, and ſo paſs the Land of Pin- 
ſeras, and come to Greece, to the City of Stermiſſe, and to the 
. City of Affinpan, that was ſometime called Bradre the Noble, 
and ſo to Conſtantinople, that was ſometime called Byzantium, 
and there the Emperoꝛ of Greece hath his Court. 
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At Conſtantinople is the faireſt Church in the Wozld, and it is 
called St. Stevens. And befoze this Church is a guilt Image of 
Juſtinian the Emperoꝛ, and it is ſitting upon an Yoſe, and crown⸗ 
ed, and it was wont to hold a round Apple in his hand, and men 
ſay there, that it is a token that the @mperoz hath loſt a part of 
his Lands, fo2 the Apple is fallen out of the Jmages hand, and 
ſure he hath loſt a great part of his Lo2dſhip ; foz he was once 
ſole Empero2 of Rome, of Greece, and of all Aſia the leſs,of Sury, 
and of the Land of Judea, in the which Hieruſalem is, and of the 
Landof Egypt,of Perſy and Araby, but he hath loſt all but Greece, 
and that he holdeth only. They would put the Apple into the 
Images hand, but it will not hold it. The other hand he lift- 
eth up againſt the Caſt, to menace mildoers. This Image ſtand⸗ 
eth upon a Pillar of Parble, 
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THE PREFACE. 


Here beginneth à (bort Treatiſe of Sir John Mandevile, 
Knight (who was born in England, in the Town of $4int 
Albans) that ſpeaketh- of the Ways to Hieruſalem, to - 
Inde, and to the great Caan, and Preſtor John's Land, 

and to many other Countries, and alſo of many marvels 
that are in the Holy Land. 


Land, which ſome call the Land of Beheſt, or Promile, a- 

mong all other Lands is moſt worthy. In that Land it 
pleaſed our Lord to take fleſh and blood of the Virgin Mary, and 
ro traverſe that Land, with his own fect, and there he did many 
Miracles, Preach and Teach the Faith, and the Law of Chriſtian 
men, as unto his Children, and there did ſuffer many reproots 
and ſcorns for us: and he that was King of Heaven and Earth, and 
of all things that are contained in them, would only be called King 
of that Land, when he ſaid, 1 am King of the Fenn: For at that 
time it was the Land of the Fews : and that Land he choſe before all 
other Lands, as themoſt worthy pait of all the World. And as the 
Philoſopher faith, Virtus rerum in medio conſiſtet z that is, the vertue 
of things is in the midſt, In that Land he led his life, and ſuffered 
death of the Ferysfor us, to ſave and deliver us from the pains of 
Hell, and from death without end, the which was ordained to us 
for the fin of our Father Adam, and our own fins allo. For he that 
will do any thing, to have it known openly, will proclaim it in 
the middle place of a Town or City, ſo that it may be knowa to all 
parties of the City: So he that was King ot Glory, and of all the 
World, would ſuffer death for us at Hieruſalem, which is the midſt 
of the World; that it might be known to all Nations ot the World 
how dear he bought man. Ah dear God ! what love had He to his 
Subjects, that when he had done no treipaſs, would for his Ticſ- 
paſſors ſuffer death? Right well ought men to love, worſhip, and. 
ſerve ſuch a Lord, and praiſe ſuch an Holy Land that brought forth 
a Lord of ſuch Fruit, through the wich each man is ſaved it it be 
not his own fault, This is that Lana prepared tor an H:ritag: to 


| EF as the Lind beyond the Sea, that is, the Holy 


% us: and in that Land would he dic as tciſed, to leave it to his Chile 


dren, For the which cach good Chriſtian man that miy and hath 
whercwich 
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-wherewith, ſhould ſtrengthen him for to conquer his right Heri- 


tage, and purchaſe it out of evil peoples hands; for we are called 


- Chriſtian men of Chriſt our Father, and if we be the yight Children 


of Chriſt, we ought to challenge the Heritage that bur Father left 
us, and take it out of ſtrange mens hands, But now Pride, Cove- 
touſneſs, and Envy, have ſo enflamed the hearts of the Lords of the 
World, that they are more buſie to diſinherit their Neighbours, 
than to challenge or conquer their right Heritage aforclaid. And 
the common people that would put their bodics for to conquer this 
Heritage, they may not do it without Lords: for aſſembling of the 
people without a chief Lord, is as a Flock of Sheep without a Shep- 
herd, the which depart aſunder, and wot not whether they do 80. 
But would God the worldiy Lords were ata good accord, and 
with other of their common people would take this Holy Voyage 
over Sea, I truſt well, that within a little time our right Heritage 
beforeſaĩd would be recovered and put into the hands of the right 
Heirs of Jeſus Chrilt. 

Now foraſmuch as it is a long time ſince there was any general 
Paſſage thither, and that many men deſire to hear the deſcription 
of the Holy Land, I will declare it. 

I, Jobs Mandevile, Knight, who was bom in England in the 
Town of St. Albanes, paſſed the Sea in the year One thouſand 
three hundred thirty two on Saint Michaels day and there remain- 
ed long, time, and went through many Lands, and many Provin- 
ces, Kingdoms, and Iſles, and have paſſed through Turkie, and 
through Armony the Little and Great, through Tartary, Sury, 


' Araby, Egypt the High and the Low, through Liby, Chalde, and a 


great part of Æthiope, through Amazony, through Inde the Leſs 
and thc More, and through many other Iſles which are about Inde, 
where many people dwell of divers ſhapes. Of the men of which 
Lands and Iſles, I ſhall ſpeak plainly, and ſhall declare part of the 
the things I have ſeen. 


For them that will viſit the holy City of Hiersſalem , and the 


places that are thereabout, I will tell the right way that they ſhall 


hold thither 3 for L have ridden it, and paſſed it with good obſer- | 
vation. 9 
F arewell. 
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Likewife at Conſtantinople is the Croſs of our Lozd, and 
his Coat without ſeam, the Spunge and the Reed, with the 
which the Jews gave our Lo2d Gall to dzink on the Croſs ; and 
there is one of the Nails that our Loꝛd was nailed with to the 
Croſs, . Some men think that half the. Croſs of Chziſt is in Cy⸗ 
p2eſs, in an Abbey of Monks, that men call the Pill of the holy 
Croſs: but it is not ſo; fo2 the Croſs that is in Cypꝛels is the 
Croſs on the which Diſmas the good Thief was hangen: but all 
men know not that; yet fo2 the getting of the offering they ſay, 
that it is the Croſs of our Low. Foz ye ſhall underſtand, that 
the Croſs of our Lozd Jeſus Chriſt was made of four manner of 
trees, as is apparent by the Uerſe following: | 
In Cruce fit Palma, Cedrus, Cypreſſus, Oliva. 
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Foz the picce that went up right from the Earth unto the 
head, was of Cypꝛels, and the piece that went overthwart, to 
which his kands were nailed, were Palm; the ſtock that ſfood 
within the-Earth, in which they made a Poztcis, was of Ce- 
dar, and the Tab'e above his Mead, on which the Title was 


- waitten, was of Olive. The Jews made this Crols cf theſe 


four Wwds, foz they thought our -Lozd ould have hanged ag 
long as the.Croſs would laſt, therefoze made they the foot of Ce- 
dar, fo2- Cedar will not rot in the earth, nozin- water: they 
thought that the body of Chꝛiſt would have ſtunk; - therefoze they 
made the piece that went trom the Carth upwards, of Cy pꝛeis; 
ſo that the lmell of his Body ſhould gric ve no man that came by 
and that overtwart was made of- Palm, in ſignification of Uico- 
ry: and the Table wherein the Tule was, was made of Olive, 
fo2 it betokened; peace; as theDtco2y of Noe witneſſeth, when the 
Dove bought the Wzanch of Clive, it betokened peace made be⸗ 
tween God and Man. : 
„And pe ſhall underſtand that the men that dwell beyond the 
Sta, ſap, that the piece of the Croſs that was of Cypzeſs, was 
of the Tree that Adam tat the apple of; fo2 ſo they find waits 
ten; They ſay alſo, that their Scripture ſaich, that when A- 
dam was ſick he willed his Son Seth, that he ſhould go to Pa⸗ 


radice, and pꝛap the Angel chat kept Paradice, that he* would 


ſend him Oyl of the Tree of Percy, foz to annoint him, that 
he might have health; and Scth went, but the Angel would not 
let him come at the Gate, but laid unto him, that he might not 
have of the Oyl of mercy, but he gave him thze kerncls of 
the ſame Tree that his Father cat the Apple of, and bad him 
as ſoon as his Father was dead, that he ſhould put thoſe ker- 
nels under his tongue, and bury him, and he did ſo: and of 
theſe thꝛee kernels ſpꝛang a tree; aud the Angel ſaid, when the 
tree hare fruit, then ſhould Adam be made whole. And when 
Seth came again and found his Father dead, he did with the 
kernels as the Angel commanded him; of which came thzee 
trees, whereof a Croſs was made that bare god Fruit, that is, 
our Saviour Jelus Chziſt, thzough whom Adam, and all that 
came of him ſhall be delivered from cverlaſting death, if it be 
not their own default. This holy Croſs had the Jews hid un- 
der the Carth in the Rock of the Mount Calvary, and ic ak 
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of Sir John Mandevile,” Knight. 
two-hundzed- years and moze, as they ſap, unto the tinte 
— Elene found it; which t. Elene was the Daughter of 
Coel Bing of England, and then was called Bzictain, and af⸗ 
ter married to Conſtantius firſt Conſul, and after Emperour of 
' Rome, who had by her, iſue, Conſtantine the Gzeat, bozn in 
England, and afterwary Empercur of Reme 3 which Conttan- 
tine turned the name of Bizantium into Conſtantinople £ he 
reedified that City and made it the Ponarchal Seat of al 
Europe and Aſia minoz. Allo the Croſg was in length cight 
cubits, and the piece that went overchwart was thzce cukits 
aud d half. 5 
A part of the Crown wherewith our Low was crowned, 
and one of the Nails, and the Spears head, and many other 
Reliques, are in France at Paris, in the Bing's Chappel; and 
the Crown lyeth in a Ueſlel of Chꝛpſtal richly: decked,: -fc2 the 
French King bought thoſe - Reliques ſometime of the Jews, 
to whom the Emperozs had lad them to pledge foz a great 
ſum of Gold. And though men ſay that this Crown was of 
Thoznes, ye ſhall underſtand that it was of Junks of the 
Sea, which be white, and pick as ſharp as Thomes, fo2 J 
have ſecn and beheld many times that at Paris, and that at 


made of the Junks of the 
Dea, And you ſhall underſtand that our Lozd in that night 
that he was taken, he was led into a Garden, and there he was 
examined ſharply, and. there the Jews crowned him with a 
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Erown of Abbeſpine b:anches that grew in the ſame Gar⸗ 
den; and fer it on his Þead ſo faſt, that the blood ran down 
many places of his Uiſage, Neck, and Shoulders; and thereby 
the Abbelpine hath many vertues 3 fo2 he that beareth a bzanch 
of it about him, no Thunder no2 no manner of Zempeſt may 
hurt him; no2 in the heule that it is in, may no evill ſpixit ceme, 
noz in no place where it is. And in that lands Garden St. Peter 
denyed our Lo2d thꝛice. And afterwards was cur Lo2d led befeze 
the Phariſees and Piniſters of the Law, into another Garden 
of Annas, and there he was cxamined, ſeourged, and crowned 
oft with arp Thozns, that men call Yarbarenes, that grew 


in the ſame Garden, and that hath manp vertues. And afs...-# 


tetward he was led to a Garden of Caiphas, and there ” was 
crowned again with Eglantine, and after that he was led to 
a chamber cf Pilatc, and there be was crowned, and the Jews 
ſet him in a chair, and clad him in a Pantle of Purple, and 
then made they a Crown of the Junkes of the Sca, and there they 
-knceled to him, and mecked him, lay ing: Ave Rex judæo- 
rum, that is, Mail Ring of the Jews; and of the Cre wn, half 
is at Paris, and the other half at Conſtantinople, the which 
cur Saviour Chziſt had on his Head, when he was nailed vn 
the crols. And the Spears ſfaft the Cmperour of Almanp 
Fath ; but the head which was put in his ſide is ar Paris, they 
ſay, in the hely Chappel : Likewiſe, the Cmpercur of Conſtan- 
tinople ſaith, that he harh the Spears head, and J have ſcen 
his, but it is greater than that at Paris. Allo at Conſtanti⸗ 
nople 11eth Saint Anne our Ladies Pother, whom Saint 
Elene cauſed ts be bzought from Jeruſalem, and alio the Fody of 
Saint John Chryſoſtome, that was Wiſkep of Conſtantinople, 
There lyeth alſo St. Luke the Cvangcliſt, fo2 his bones were 
bauught-from Wethany, where he wos kurſtd, ond many 0- 
ther Kcliqucs are there: and there is a Ucſ'el of Stone, as it 
were Parble, which men call Yydzins, that cvermoze dzop⸗ 
perth water, and filleth it ſclf cvery ycar cence. Ve all fur⸗ 
ther know that Cenſlantinople is a fair City, and well walled, 
and is thee coznered, and there is an Arm of the Sca that 
men call Pelleſpont, and ſome the Eunch at Conſtantincple, 
and ſome the Beach of Saint Gorge: and this watcr in- 
cloſeih two parts of the Clip; and upward to the Dca upon 
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that water was built the great City of Trop, in a fair Plain, but 
that City was derſfoped by the Geeks, a 


CHAP. IL 
. . Of the Iſlands of Greece. 


' A Wout Ozeece are divers Iſles that men call Calabze, Calcas, 

Dettico, Thoſozia, Minono, Faxion, Molo, Carpate and 
Lampne : and in this Ille is Pcunt Athoes that palleth the 
Clouds. And there are divers ſpceches, and many Countries that 
are obedient to the Cmperour of Conſtantinople 3 that is, Turco 
ply, Pintie, Narde, Comage, and many other: Thzacie and Pa⸗ 
cedony, of which Alexander was Bing. In this Country was 
Ariſtotle bozn, in a City that men call Strageris, a little from the 
City of Tragie 3 and at Dtrageris is Ariltotle buried, and there 
is an Altar on his Tomb, where they make a great Feaſt 
every year, as it were a Saint, And upon this Altar the 
Lo2ds hold their great Counſels and Aſſemblies koz they 
think that thzough the Inſpiration of Ged and him, they 
have the better Counſel, In this Country are very high 
Hills: there is the Hill Olympus, that parteth Pacedonp 
and Thzacia, whoſe height reacheth to the Clouds. There 
ts alſo the Hill Athoes, which is fo high that the ſhadow of 
it reacheth to Olympus, and it is near thzeeſcoze and ſe⸗ 
venteen miles between, And above that Bill is an Air ſo 
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clear, ti at no wind can be felt, neither may any beaſt live there; 
the Air is ſo vzy- Dome of the Country lap, that Philoſophers 
were wont to go up to the tep of thoſe Pills, ( holding to their 
Noſes a Spenge wet with water, becauſe of the d2ineſs of the 
Air) and in the duft.of the Hill write letters with their fingers, 
which when they came again the next pear, they found without 
any default, even as they had watten them the pear befoze ; 
whereby it appeareth that thoſe Pills paſs the Clouds to the. 
pure Air, 

At Conſtantinople is the Emperozs Palace, which is fair and 
richly built, and therein is a ꝓlace fo2 Juſting made about with 
Stages, that every man may well ſee without hindung of one 
another. Under theſe Stages are vaulted Stables foz the Em⸗ 
pero2s Vozſes, and all the Pillars are of Parble. Within the 
Church of St. Sophie, an Cmperoz would have laid the body 
of his Father when he was dead, and as they made the Grave, 
they ſound a Xody in the Earth, and upon the Body lay a great 
Plate of fine Gold, and thereupon. was wzitten in Yebzew, 
Geek and Latin Letters, theſe-wozds, Jeſus Chriſtus naſcetur 
de Virgine Maria, & ego credo in eum; that is, Jeſus Chziſt 
hall be bozn-of the Uirgin Mary, and J believe in him. And the 
date was, that it lap in the Earth two hundzed years befoze 
our Lo2d Jeſus Chziſt was bozn, and pet is that Plate in the 
Areaſury of the Church; and it is thought that Hermogenes 
the wiſe man wit it. 

And although the men of that Country be Chriftians, pet 
nevertheleſs they vary from our Faith: foz they ſay, that the 
holy Ghoſt p2oceedeth not from the Don, but from the Father 
only: neither are they obedient. to the Church of Rome, no: 
to the Pope 3. but they ſay, that their Patriarchs have as much 

wer there, as the Pope hath-at Rome. And therefoze Pope 

ohn the xrii. ſent Letters to them, how that Chriſtiaus ould 
be all one, and that they ſtould be obedient to the Pope 3 and 
among divers anſwers, they fent him this fo2 one. Poten- 
tiam tuam ſumma circa ſubj<Qos tuos firmiter credimus. Su- 
perbitatem tuam ſuſtinere non poſſumus. Avaritiam tum 
ſatiare non intendimus. Dominus tecum fit, quia Dominus 
nobiſcum eſt, Vale. That is, We belicve well, that thy 
Sor : power 
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power is great over thy Subjects. We may not ſuffer thy 


pꝛide. We are not purpoſed to fulfill thy covetoulneſs, Dur 
Lon be with thee, koz our Lozd is wich us. Farcwell. Other 
anſwer might he not have of them. And allo they make their 
Sacrament of the Altar of tharf Eꝛead, becauſe our-Lozd made 
it of tharf Bread, when he made his Paundy: and on Shzove- 
thursday make they their Bzead, in token of the Paundy, and 
they dzy it in the Sun, and keep it all the year, and give it to 
ſick men, And they make but ons Uncdtion, when they Chzi⸗ 
ſlen childzen, and they anointno ſick men; alſo they lay there 
is no purgato2y, and that ſouls ſhall have neither joy noz pain 
untill the day of Doom. = 

And they ſay, that Fo2nication is no deadly ſin, but a kind⸗ 
ly thing, and that men and women ſhould wed but once, and 
wholo weddeth moze than once; their Childzen are Baſtards, 
and gotten in ſin ; and their Pꝛieſts alſo are Wedded : and they 
ſay, that Uſury oz Dimony is no deadly ſin, and they ſell Be⸗ 
nefices of the Church, and ſo do men of other places; but it is 
great pity, foz now Simony reigneth in the holy Church; Gov 
amend it when his will is: and they ſay, that Lay-men ſhould 
not ſing Pals, but on the Saturday, and on the Sunday: and 
they faſt on the @aturdap no time in the year, unleſs it be Chiiſt- 
maſs oz Eaſter-even. And they ſuffer no man that is on this 
ſide the G2eck ſea, to ſing at their Altars; and if it fall out that 
one do, then they waſh their Altar without carrying, with 
holy water; and they ſay, that there ſhould be but one Paſs 
ſaid at one Altar in a day, And they ſay, that our Lo2d did ne- 
ver cat meat, but he made a ſhew of eating, And allo they ſay, 
that we fin deadly in ſhaving offour Beards, foz the Weard is a 
token of a man, and a gift of our Lozd : and they ſay, that we 
fin in eating Bcaſts that were ſozbidden in the old Law, as 
Swine, Yares, and other Beaſts. 

And this they lay, that we ſin fn eating of Fleſh on the dap 
befoze Aſhwedneſvay, and in eating of Fleſh on the Wedneſ- 
day, and when we eat Cheeſe oz Eggs on the Friday: and they 
curſe all thoſe that cat no fleſh on the Daturday, 

Alla the Emperour of Conftanttnople maketh the Patriarchs, 


Þ Archbihops. and Biſtops, aud he giveth all the Tignities of 


Churches, and depaiveth them that are unwozthy. Although 
f it 
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it be fo, that theſe touch not any way, nevertheleſs they 
all ſerve to ſhew a part of the Cuſtoms, Panners, and diver- 
fities of countries; and becauſe this is the firſt Country dilcoz⸗ 
dant from the Faith, and oppoſeth the Faith on this ſide the ſea ; 
thercfoze have I ſet it here, that ye may ſee the diverſity between 
our Faith and theirs : foz many men have great liking to hear 
Repo2t of ſtrange things. | 


CHAP. III. 


To come again to Conſtantinople, for to go towards 
— to the Holy Land. : 


"Dw come we again foz to know the way from Conſtanti- 

nople. He that will go thzough Turkey, he goeth though: 

the City Nika 3 and paſleth thzough the Gate of Chevitot, which 

is very high, and it is a mile and a half from Nika : and who- 

ſo will, may go by the Bzeach of Saint George, and by the. 
Geek ſea, where Saint Nicholas Iycth,

Firſt, men come to the Ille of Silo, and in that Ide groweth 
Maſtick, upon as mall: Trees as Palm-trees oz Cherry-trees, 
Thence men go th2ough the Idle of Pathmos, where Saint 
hn the Evangeliſt w2ote the Apocalyps. Pou ſhall-alſo un- 
derſtand, that when our Lo2d Jeſus Chuſt dyed,. St. John the 
Evangelift was of the age of thirty two pears, and he = 
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aſter the Paſſion of Chꝛiſt forty thꝛe years, and then dicd. From 
Pathmos men go to Epheſim, which is a fair city and ncar to the 
ſca, and there died St. John, and he was Luricd behind the Altar 
in a Tomb, and there is a fair Church: foz Chziſtians were wont 
to hold that place. Eut in the Tomb cf Saint John is nothing 
tut Panna, fo2 his body was tranflated into Paradiſe : end the 
Turks hold now the City; andthe Church, and all Alia the lels 
therefore is Alia the leſs called Turky : and pou ſhall unterftany 
that Saint John did make his Gave there in his life, and latd 
himlelk there being alive, and therefoze ſome ſay he died net, 
but that he reſteth there untill che day of Judgment: and there- 
foze truly there is a great marvel, (e men may ſe there appa* 
rently the Carth of the Tomb many times ſtir aud move, as i 
there were a quick thing under. And from Ephelim men go 
thzough many Illes near the ſca, unto the city of Patcran 3 where 
St. Nicholas was bozn, and ſo to Marca, where he by the Gzace of 
God was choſen Biſtop: and there is mate right ged Wine and 
ſtrong, that men call wine of Marca. Frgyn thence men go to 
the 3fle of Creet which the Emperoz gave ſometime to Jonais. 
And then men pals thꝛough the Zlles of Cophas and Lango 3 of 
the which Illes Ipocras was Lo 3 and ſome ſap, that in the alle 
of Lango is Ipocras his Daughter, in the manner cf a Dꝛagon, 
who is an hundzed fot long, as men ſay, foz J have not ſ&n her, 
and they of the Iſles call her the Lady ofthe Country, and ſhe 
lyeth in an old Caſtle, and ſheweth her ſelf thzice in the ycar, and 
ſhe dothno man harm, and ſhe is thus changed from a Damlel to 
a Dꝛagon, thzeugh a Goddeſs that men call Dina; and ſome ſap 
that ſhe ſhall dwell ſo unto the time that a Knight come chats 
ſo hardy as to go to her and kiſs her mouth; and then ſhe fall 
turn again to her own kind, and be a woman, and after that ſhe 
ſhall not live leng.

Jn Cypreſs lyeth Saint Si- 
meon, fo2 whom the men cf the Ccuntry make great ſolemnity.

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N Cypreſs men hunt with Pampeons, that be like to Leo⸗ 
pards, and they hunt wild Beaſts right well, and they are

quickly than Younds, In Cypreſs the cuſtom is, that Loꝛds and 
other men eat upon the Carth, foꝛ they make Ditches within the 
earth, all about the Pall, deep to the knee, and they Pave them; 
and when they will eat, they go thereinto, and ſit there, This 
they do to be moꝛe freſh ; foz that Land is hotter than it is here. 
Fut at great feaſts and foz Strangers, they let Fozms and 
Evards as they do in this country, pet they had rather ſit on the 
Earth. From Cypreſs men may go by land oz by ſea to Vieru- 
ſalem; and in a day anda night he that hath a good wind may come 
to the haven of Tyre, that now is called Sur, foz it is at the en⸗ 
trance of Surg. There was ſometimes a fair city of Chziſtians, 
but the Saraſins have deſtroyed the moſt part thereof, aud they 
k&ep the haven very carefully, fo2 dzead that they have of Chalti- 
ans, Pen might go right to that haven, and not come to Cyprels, 
but they are glad to go to Cypreſs to reſt them on the Land, oz 
elſe to buy things needful fo2 their Woxage, Upon the ſ(ca- 
ſide are many Rubtcs fcund; aud there is the Mell that holy 
* Writ ſpeaketh of, fons hortorum, & puteus aquarum viven- 
tiumz that is, the Well of Gardens, and Ditch of waters 
living. Ju this city of Tpre the woman ſaid to. our Lo2d, 
Beatus venter qui te portavit, & ubera quæ ſugiſti : that is, 
Bleſſed be the body that bare thee, and the paps which gave ther 
ſuck. And there our Lowd kozgave the woman of Canaan her 
ſins; and there allo in that place was the Stone on which cur 
L o2dſat and pꝛeached; and on the ſame Stone was founded the 
Church of St. Saviour. Upon the ſea is the city of Saphen, Sarop, 
£2 Sidon; and there was the dwelling of Jonas the P2opher 3 
and there by Elias the Pꝛophet raiſed the Widows Son, Five 
miles from Saphon is the city of Sidon, gf which city Dido (that 
was Eneas wife after the deſtruction of Troy) was Queen : He 
founded the city of Carthage in Africk, which now is called Didon- 
lart. And in the city of Tyre reigned Achilles the Father of Dido; 
anda mile from Sidon is Beruth, and from Beruth to Sardena is 
the days journey, and from Sardena is five miles to Damaſſe. 
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CHAP. VII. 
Of the Haven ealled Juffe. 


Wu will go longer en the lea, and come near to Vieru⸗ 
ſalem, he muſt go from Cypzeſs by ſea to the Pozt called 
Jaffe, foz that is the next Paven to Vieruſalem ; ſoz from that 
Haven is but one days journey and a half to Pieruſalem ; and 
that Paven is called Jaffe, and the Town Aﬀe, after one of Nocs 
Sons, that was called Japhath, who feunded it: but now it is cal- 
led Jopa, And pe ſhall underſtand that it is the oldeſt Town of 
the Mozld; foz it was made befoze Noahs Floud, and there be 
the bones of a Gyants ſide, that be fo2ty foot long.

A D who arriveth at the firſt Paven of Tyre, oz ofSury - 


tefozeſaid, may go by Land if he will to Jeruſalem, and 
then he goeth to the city of Acon in one tay, that was called Tho⸗ 
lomada , aud was befoze time inhabited by Chziſtians. Jt ſtands 
in the lea; and is from Wenice by ſea two thouſand and fourſcoze 
- miles of Lumbardy, and from Calabfe oz Cicil is to Acon one 
thouſand thꝛee hundzed miles of Lumbardy, 


CHAP. IX. 
Ot the Hill Carme. 


ND the Ile of Creet is right in the mid⸗ way: and beſide 
the city ol Acon toward the ſea ſome eight ' hundzed fur- 
longs on the right hand towards the South, is the Hill Carme, 
where Elias the P2ophec dwelt, and there was the Oꝛder of Car- 
mes fitlt founde>. . This Pill is neither great noz high, and at 
the foot thereof hath fozmerly been a Chziſtian eity called Caia⸗ 
phas, fo2 Caiphas founded it, but it ts now wholly waſted, At 
the Meſt ſive of the ill is a Town chat men call Saffre, and 
it is built upon another Hill. There Saint James and Saint John 
wove'bozn ; in memozp of whom is a fair Church built. And 
from Tholomada now called Acon, to a great Hill that men — 
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Ekelt de Tyrees, is an hundzed furlongs; and beſides the City cf 
Acon runneth a little River that men call-Belion ; and there ncar 
is the Foſſe of Minor, all round, that is an hund2ed cubits oz ſhafts 
meuts b2cad z and it is all full of Gzavel clear ſhining; whereof 
men make clear white Glaſs ; and men come from far countries 
by ſhip, and by land with carte, to take of the gravel ; and if there 
be never ſo much taken therccf one day, on the mozrow it is as 
full again as ever it was, which is as great marvel ; and there is 
always a wind in the Foſſe that ſtirs up the gravel. And ifa man 


put therein in any metal, as ſocnas it is therein it wareth glaſs ; 
the glaſs that is made of this gravel, if it be put into gravel, tur⸗ 
neth again into gravel as it was befoze. Some ſap, it is a gulf 
of the ſea of gravel, 
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CHAP. X. 
How Sampſon flew the King and his Enemies. 


Lſo from Acon befo2e-ſaid, men go thze days journey 
ts the city of Philiſtin, that now is called Gaza, which 
is a rich city, fair and full of folk, and it is a little from the 
fea, and from that city bzought the strong Sampfon the 
gates of the city to au high Wül, and was taken in the 
laid City and there he flew the King in his ſeat, and mor 
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thouſand moze with him, foz he made an houſe to fall on them. 
From thence men go to the City of Ceſarien, and ſo by the 
Gaſtle cf Pallerins, then to Askalon, and to Jephet, and ſo to 
the holy City of Jeruſalem.

dom of Alap, and from thence men come to Babylon, and to Kayre : 
and in Kayre is a fair Church ol dur Lady, where ſhe dwelt ſeven 
2 years, when ſhe was out of the Land of the Jews, ſoʒ dꝛead of King 
= Hcrod, And there lyeth the body of Saint Babara Uirgin; and 
there dwelt Joſeph when he was ſold of his Bzethzen. And in 
Babylon N:buchodonoſor put the Childzen into the Fire, becauſe 
they woz{hipped the true God: theſe Childzen were called Anani- 
as. Azarias and Miſael (as the Pſalm of Benedicite ſaith) but Nebu- 
chodonoſor called them thus, Sadrak, Miſik, and Abednego, that 
is, Gcd glozicus and victozious, God over all Kingdoms, and that 
was foz Piracle, that he made God's Son, as he ſaid, go with 
thoſe Childzen thzough the Fire. There dwelleth the Soldan, 
koz there is a fair City and a ſtrong Caſtle which ſtandeth upon 
a Nock. Jn that Caflle are always dwelling to keepthe Caſtle, 
and to ſerve the Soldan above eight thouſand perſons, that take 
all their pꝛowißon at the Solrans Court. This J well know, foz 
J dwelt with him a great. while a Soldier in the Wars againſt 
the Bedians 02 Arabins, and he would have marryed me unto a 
great Pzinceſs It J would have fozſaken my Faith. 


CHAP. XII. . 


Here followeth of the Soldan and of his Kingdoms that he hath 
Conquered, which he holdeth ſtill by torce. 


ND ye thall underſtand that the Soldan is Low of ſeven 
Kingdoms, which he hath-Conquered and gotten to him by 
ſtrength; and theſe be they, the Kingdom: ok Canopar, the 
Kingdom of Egypt, the Kingdom of Jeruſalem, whereof David- 
and Solomon were Kings, the Bingdem of Sury, whole chief 
City is Damaſſe oz Damaſcus, the.

called Ephrata, as holy wait ſaith, Ecce audivimus, cum in Ephra- 
ta, &c. that is, Lo we Heardof the ſame at Ephrata, And near 
the end ol the City towards the Eaſt, is a very fair and godly ]. 
Church, which hath many Towers and Pinacles very ſtrongly 
built, Within that Church are four and fozty great maxble Pil- 
lars; and not far from this Church is a Field which flouriſhed ves - 
ry ſtrangely, as pou ſhall hear. 


CHAP. XVIII. 


Of a fair Maiden that ſhould be put to death 
wrongfully. 


PE cauſe is, fozaſmuch as a fair „that was accu⸗ 
ſed w;ongfully, foz that ſhe had done Foznication , 
which cauſe ſhe was: domed to die, and to be 
place, to which che was led. And as the wad 
about her, ſhe made her pzayer to our Low, as ff 
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known to all men, And having thus pꝛayed, ſhe entred the Fire, 
and thoſe Bzanches that were burning became red Roſes, and 
thoſethat were not kindled became white Roſes, and theſe were 
the firſt Roſes'that any man cver faw 2: and ſo was the Maiden 
ſaved thꝛeugh the Gace of Cod, wherefoze that field is called the 
Field that God flouriſhed, ſoz that ic was full of Loſes. Near 
the Nuirs of the; Church afozeſaid, at the right ſide as men come 
down ward twelve ſteps, is the place where cur Lozd was bozn, 
which is now buils with Marble, and trimmed wich Gold, Azure, 
and other Colours. A liit]e thence, abcut thier paces, ie the 
Crib of the Cx oꝛ the Aſs, and near that is the place where the 
Star fell that led the the Kings, Jiſpar, Melchior, and Biltha- 
For : theſe the Bings cflercd to our Lozd Jncenſe, Geld, and 
Myrrhe, and they met together thꝛeugh the miracle of Oed in a 
City called Caſake, which is thzee and thirty days journey from 
Bethlehem, pet were they at Bethlehem the fcurth day after they 
had ſeen the Star. Under the Cloy ſter of this Church eighteen 
degrees, at the right ſide is a great Pit where the bones of the 
Innocents lie, and by that place is the Tomb of Saint Hicrome, 


who tranflated the Bible and the Pſalter out of Hebrew into Li- 


tine, And near unto that Church is the Church of Saint Nicho- 
las, where our Lady reſted her, when ſe was delivered of Child: 
and fozalmuch as ſhe had ſo much milk in her-bzcaſfs that xained 
ber, ſte d2ew it out upon the red Stones 02 Parble, and people 
ſay, that yet may the traces be ſeen white upon the Stones. Pe 
fall undeffand-alſo, that they that dwell in Bethlchem are Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians, and there are fair Uines all about the City, and great 
plenty of wine: but their Bok chat Mahomet gave them, which 
they call Alkaron, and ſome call it Maſſop, and ſome call it Harme, 
fozbiddeth them to dzink any wine: foz in that Bok Mahomet 
curſech all that d2zink of that wine, and all that ſell it.

wicked necs ſhall deſcend on his own head. The Saraſins alſo 


- (eat neither Geeſe noz Swines fleſh.; fo they ſay, it is ho⸗ 

ther to a man, and was fozbidden in the Old Law. Likewile in 

the Land of Paleſtine, and in Egypt they eat little Ucal o2 Beef,

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of Sir Johy Mindevile, Kiviphe. 
extept it be ſo old that it may nomoze travel a2 wozk 2 not becauſe 
it is fozbidden, but they keep them foz tilling cheir Land. 

In this fity of Bcthlchern was King David bon: hi was Ping 
of the Land of rhe Jews, and reigned in Hieruſalem, and had fozty 
Wives, and thz&e hundzed Cencubines, And at Bethlehem to⸗ 
wards the South ſide, is a Church of Saint Markoret, that was 
Abbot there, foz whom they had much lozrow when he died: and 
it was ſhewed there how he Kade lamentation when he died: and 
it is a pittous thing to beheld. From B-thlehem to Hir ruſalem 
is two miles: and in the wap to Hieruſalem, half a mile from 

rthlehem, is the Church where the Angel told che Shepheards 
cfthe Birth of Chuſt. In that way is the Tomb of Rachel that 
was Mother to Joleph the Patriarch, who died as ſon as B-n) min 
was bo2n, and there fe was burier, and Jaccb her Pugband ſet 
twelve great ſtones upon hex. In this way to Hicruſalem are 
many Chꝛiſtian Churches by the which men go. |

Wc | Of the City Jeruſalem, 


DR to ſpeak of Hieruſalem, ye (Fall underſtand that it ſtan⸗ 
beth fair among Hills, and there is neither River noz Well, 
but water cometh by Conduit from Ebron, Alſo pe ſhall under- 
ſtand that at firſt it was called jebus, and ſince it was called Sa- 
lem, unto the time of David, who called it Hieruſalem, and ſo it 
is called pet. And about Hicruſalem, is the Kingdom of Sury, 
and thereby is the land of Paleſtine and Askalon : but Hicruſalem 
is in the land of Juda, and it is called Judah, fo Judas Machas 
beus was King of that Land: and it bozderethalſo upon the King- 
dom of Arabia on the South ſide, on the Weſt ſide on the great ſea, 
on the No2th ſide on the Kingdom of dury, and the ſca of Cyprels.

W Ithin that Church by the Sepulchze, on the Nozth 
ſide, is the place where our Lozd was Jmpriſoned, and 
there is a part of the Chain with the which he was bound, and 
there he appeared firft to Mary Magdalen when he was riſcn from 
death, and ſhe thought he had been a Gardiner, In the Church 
of the Sepulchze was wont to be the Canons of Saint B.nnet, 
and they had a P2iozy, and the Patriarch was their Doveraign z 
and without the dos of the Church on the right ſide, as men ga 
up eighteen ſteps, our Lom laid to his Pother, Mulicr Ecce filius 
tuus ; that is, Woman, behold thy Son: D-inde dixit Diſcipulo, 
Ecc: mater tua 3. that is, Then afterward he ſaid to his Diſciple, 
Behold thy Mother. And theſe wozds he laid when he hanged 
upon the Crols. And upon thele ſteps, went our Low when he 
bare the Croſs upon his Shoulder; and under theſe ſtaycrs is a 
Chappel where the Pziefls ſing. And near there is the tone 
where our Lo2d reſted him when he was weary with bearing of 
the Croſs, And pe ſhall underſtand that befoze the Church of the 
Depulchze is a molt ſtrong city; and the great plain that is 
between the city and the Church on the Eaſt ſive without the 


p, Malls of the city, is the Uale of Joſaphat, that cometh cven to 
df the Walls, 

n In this Uale of Joſaphat, without the city is the Churchol St. 
d Stephen where he was ſtoned to death, and thereby is a gate buil⸗ 
4 þ ded that may not be opened. Thꝛough this gate our Lozd entred on 
5 Palm Sunday upanan Aſs, and the gate opened unto him. when 
- he would go to the Temple: and in full hard ſtones there 
1 are thꝛee ſteps like the ſteps of an Aſs, which the people lay, are 


the ſteps of the Als that our Lo did ride on. 1Bcfoze the Church 

of the Depulchze, two hundzedpaces, is a great Molpital of B.. 

John, in che which Molpital are fifty four Pillars made of Stone.

and there it was that Mary Cleophe and Mary Magdalen rent

CHAP. XXII. 
Ol the Temple of God. 


A ND from the Church of the Sepulchze, toward the Eaft 
at ſeventeen- paces, is Templum Domini; that ts a ſair 
Veule, and it is all round, and right high, and covered with Lead, 
And it is well Paved with white Warble 3 but the Saraſins will 
ſuffer no Chaiſtians noꝛ Jews to come therein; foz they ſay, that 
fuch un ful men ſhould not come into that holy place: but J was 
ſuffered to go in, and into other places, where J would; fo2 J 
kad letters of the Soldan, with his great fefA,andcommonly other 
men have but cf his ügnet; and men bear his letter with hes 
ſeal befode them, hanging on a ſpear, and men do great wozſhip 
thereto, and they kneel to it, and adoze it, as if it were a God: al⸗ 
Fo thoſe men to whom it rs lent, bcfoze they take it, do bow there⸗ 
to, andthey take it and lap it upon their heads, and afterward pes

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« - kifs it, and then they 
| read it, all bowing with 
grcat woꝛſt ip; and then 
they p2ofler them to do 
all that the Wiinger 
will. And in this Tem- 
plum Domini were wont 
to be Canons Negulars, 
and they had an Abbect, 
to whom they were o⸗ 
bedient. In this Tem⸗ 
ple was Charſemein 
when the Angel bought 
him the Pꝛepcis of 
our Lozd when he was 
circumciſed , and alter 
King Charles b2ought 
it to Acon into our Las 
dies Chappcl. 


CHAP: XXIII. 
Vet of the Temple of God. 


ND pe ſfall underffand that this is not the Temple that 

Solomon made, fo2 chat Temple laſted but ons thouſand cne 
hundzed and two years. Foz Titus, Veſpaſian his Son, that was 
Emperqur of Rome, laid ſiege againſt Pieruſalem, fo2 to diſcom⸗ 
fit the Jews, becauſe they had put Chziſt to death without leave 
ofthe Cmperour. When he had taken the City, he burnt the 
Temple, and caſt it down, and tok all the Jews, and put to death 
cleven hundzed theuland, and the reſt he impiiſonedand ſold thirty 
fo2 a penny: fo he ſaid that they bought Jelus Chailt foꝛ thirty 
pence, And ſince Julian Apoſtata gave leave to the Jews to build 
the Temple of Pieruſalem again, but he fozſ@k his Law. And 
when the Jews had builded again the Temple, then came the 
Carthquake (as God would) and caſt down all that they had 
made, Dince that, Adrian the Empercur, who was of Troy 
; made 
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made Hieruſalem again, and the Temple in that fame manner 
that Solomon made it, and commanded that no Jew ſhould dwell 
there, b uſtians; 402 although he himſelf was not a Chitſti- 
an, pet he loved the Chziſtians moze than other men, fave men ol 
his own faith, This Emperour did ally enclofe-and wall the 
Church of the holy Sepulchze within the City, that tefoze was 
far witheut the City, and he would have changed the name of He- 
ruſalem, and called it Helam; łut that name laſten not long. And 
ye ſhall underſtand that the Saralins do wozſhip in that Temple; 
and they ſay, that place is holy; and when they go in, khey go 
barefoot ; and befoze J and mp Fellows came herein, we put cff 
our Parnels, and came barefot into the Temple; and thought 
that we oughr to do as much o2 moze than they that were Inff⸗ 
dels. And this Temple is thzerſcoze and ther cifbits in wide⸗ 
neſs, and as much in length, andthirty two cubits in height, and 
covered wich lead, and it is within full of Pillars of Parble. And 
in the middeſt of the Temple is an Altar of twenty and four 
ſteps cf height. This place the Jews called SznQu; Sanctorum; 
that is, Poly ot Polyeſt: and in that place cometh none but their 
Pzelate 1hat maketh their Sacrifice ; and che people ſit all about 
in divers ſeats, as they are in dignity : and there be four Entrings 
into the Temple, and the dw2s are of Cypzeſsz and wichin the 
Caſt dw2 our Lo; ſaid, Vere is Jeruſalem. And on the Nozth 
ſive within the doz is a Fountain, and it runneth out: of the 
which hely Writ ſpeaketh, and ſaith, Vidiaquam egredientem de 
Templo; J ſaw water coming out of the Temple, Aud upon 
the other ſide is a Rock that men called ſometime Moryach, (but 
after it was called Belet) and there is the Ark of God, with ſome 
Reliques of the Jews, This Ark did Ticus carry with-him to 
Rome, when he had diſcomfittedthe Jews, 

In that ſame Ark were the Ten Commandments, and Aurons 
Kod, and Moſes Rod, with which he parted the Ked ſea, when the 
per ple of Iſrael paſſed though on dzy fo: and there was the 
Uebel of Panna, the Clothing and Oznaments, and the Tabcr- 
nacle cf Aaron, and a ſquare Table of Gold, with twelve pzectous 
Stones, and a Fox of Jaſper graven with fcur fingers, and eight 
Names of our Lo2d within, and ſeven Candleſticks of Gold, and 
fcur Cenſo2s ot Gold, and an Altar alſo of fine Gold, and four 
Lions of Gold, unto the which they had a Cherubim of =_ 

twelve 
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twelve ſpans long, and a Tabernacle of Gold, and alſo twelve 
Trumpets of Silver, and a Table of Silver, and ſeven Earley 
Rs, and many other Reliques that were befoze the Nativity 
of Chziſt. 

Upon the Rock flept Jacob when he ſaw Angels go up, aur 
faid, Vcre locus iſte lanctus eſt, & ego ignorabam 3 that is, 
Surely this place is holy, and J wiſt not. And there the Angel 
changed Jacobs Name, and called him IIxael. 

In that ſame place alſo David ſaw the Angel that flew the 
People with a Swo2d, and put it all blady into the Sheath, 
And on this Neck was D. Simeon, when he received cur Low 
into the Temple, and on this Rock ſet he him when the Jews 
would have ſtoned him, and the Nock rent in two, and in that 
Cleft he hid him, and after came down and gave him Light. 

And on this Rock ſat cur Lady and learned her Pſalter, 
There likewiſe our Lozd fozgave the ſins of the woman that was 
taken and found in Adultery : And there was our Lozd Jeſus 
Circumciſed, and there the Angel dencunced to Zachary the Nas 
tivity of ©. John Baptiſt. And there firſt offered Melchiſedech 
Bead and Wine and Mater to our Lo2d, in token of the Sa- 
crament that was to tome: and there David p2ayed to our Lom 
fo2 mercy fo2 him, and fo his people, when he ſaw the Angel 
flap his people, and our Lozd anon heard his pꝛaper, and there- 
foze he would have made the Temple in the place, but our Loy 
Jeſus Chziſt fozbade him by an Angel, fo2 he had committed 
murther in conſenting to the laying of the god Knight Uriah, 
foz to have his wife 3 therefoze all that he had pꝛepared ſo2 the 
building of the Temple he left to Solomon his Son, and he built 
it, and pzayed to the Lo2d, that all thoſe that pzaxed in that place 
devoutty, and with god heart, that he would hear their pꝛaper, 
and grant that they fervently asked; and the Lozd granted it: 
wherefoze Solomon bis Son called it the Temple of Counſel, and 
help of God. 

Without the dozs of that Temple is an Altar, where the 
Jews were wont to offer Doves and Turtles; and in that 
Temple was Zachary flain ; and on the Pinacle the Jews ſet 
St. James that was the firſt Biſhop of Hicruſalem. And a little 
from this Temple on the right _ a Church covered with 
cad, 
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Axad, that is called the 'Þchwl of Solomon. Towards the South 
is the e of Salon, which is 'a great place, and they were 
the Founders thereof, and of their ©zder ; and in that Templum 

From this Temple toward che Caff, fix and twenty paces in 
aco2ner of the City, is the Fath of our Tod: and this Eath 
was wont to go to Paradiſe : and not fat thence is our Ladies 
Bed, and near that is S. Simeans Tomb. Without the Cloyſter 
of the Temple toward the No2th is a fair Church of St. Anne 
our Ladies Pother; and there was our Lady conceived 3 and bes 
foze that Church is a great Trier, which began to grow that ſame 
night. And as men go down from that Church two and twenty 
feps, lpeth Joachim our Ladies Father, in a Tomb of fone ; 
and there near was laid fomectme St. Anne, but St. Elena div 
tratiflate her to Conftantinople. In this Church is a Well in 
mannet of a- Ciftern, that is called Probatica piſcina, that hath 
Gve Eaterings., and into that Ciſtern an Angel was wont to 
deſcend and ffirthe water, and what man had bathed firſt therein, 
after the ffirring, was made whole, what diſeaſe ſoever he had. 
There was the man of the Pale made whole, who had ben fick 
eight and thirty years: and there befive was the Houle of Pilate, 
and a little from that che Youſe of King'Herod, who flew the 
Innocents. 


CHAP. XXIV. 
Of Herod. the King. 


3 King Herod was a very wicked man, and a Tyrant: 
foz he did firſt and fozmoſt flap his Wife, whom he loved 
full well; and foz the great love of her he went out of his wits, 
a long time, and afterward he came again to 
alter he flew his own Childzen that he had xdt- 
wife, and commanded likewiſe his ſecond wife 
and a ſon that he had begotten of her, and after 
his own Pother ; and he would alſo have Hain his 

„ but his Bother dyed ſuddenlp ; and thus he 
did all the ill chat he might. Aud then he fell ſick, and 19 
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ſaw that he Could die, he ſent foz his Sifter and all the great 
Lows of the Country; and when they were there, he did put all 
the Lozvs intoa Tower, and ſaid to his Siſter, he wilt well that 
the men of the Country would make no ſozrow foz him 
was dend; and therefeze he mave her to fwear unto him the 
wouldfinite off the Beads of the Lozvs every one after his death; 
and then wonld men ofthe Country make ſozrow foz his death, in 
regard of the Moble mens deaths and then he made his laſt 
Teſtament, Eut his Differ fulfflled it not as pertaining unto 
the deach of the Los, foz as ſon as he was dead, ths dvlivered 
the Lows out of the Tower, and fent every one home to their 
houſes, and told them what her Bzother commanded her to do 
unto them. And pe ſhall underſtand that in that time weve the 
Herods of great name. This of whom J was calley' Herod 
Aſcolonite ; and he that did (mite off - Baptiſts Mead, 
was called Herod Antipa, and the third was called Herod Agrippa, 
and he did lay Bt, James, and put St. Peter in Pulon.. - 


CHAP. XXV. 
Of Saint Salvators Church. 


A Little within the City is St. Salvators Church, and therein 
is Saint John Chryſoſtomes Arm, and the moſt part of 
Daint Stephens Head. 7124 
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And on the other fide, toward the Sonth, as men go to 
Mount Sion, is à fair Church of Saint James, where his Head 
was lmitten off, and there is the Mount Sion, and a fair Church 


ef Cod and our Lady, where ſhe was dwelling, and died, and 
there was ſometime an Abbep of Cannons Regulars, and 
from that place ſte was bon of the Apoſtles unto the Uale 
of Joſaphat. And there is the Stone that the Angel bare ta 
dur Lady from Mount Sinai; and it is of that colour that the 
Rock of D Katharia is of: and there beſide is the Cate where 

sur Lady when ſhe was with Child went thꝛough to B thleh: m. 
And at the entering of Pe unt Sion is a Clappel, and in 
that Chappel is that great and large-Stone, wich which the 
Scpulcre was covered when Chaiſt was latd therein : the 
which Stone, as it is waftten, the thꝛee Muries ſaw inrned up⸗ 
ward when they came to the Scpulere, and they found an. 
Angel that told them that Chziſt was Riſen from Death to 
Life : and there is a little Pillar, to the which dur Lc2v was 
bound and ſcourgen: and there was Annas Peuſe, that was 
Eiſhep of the Jews at that time; and in that ſame place dc⸗ 
nycd S. Peter our Lo2d. thzice befo2e the Cock crew, and there 
is a part of the Table, at which Chziſt eat his laſt Supper 
with his Diſciples 2 and pet there is the Ueſſel with later, 
out of which the Diſciples f&t were wall ed: and ncar by alſo 
ts Saint Stephens Ozave : and there is the Altar where our 
L 02d 
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Lom Heard the Angel ſing : and there apptared Chaiſt firſt to 
his Diſciples after his Reſurrection, when the Gates were ſhut, 
and ſaid, Pax vobis, that is, Peace be to pou 2 and upon that 
Mount appeared Chziſt to Saint Thomas, and bad him feel his 
wounds; and that was eight dates after his Reſurrection, and 
then he believed perfealy, and laid. Dominus meus & Deus meus, 
Py Lo2d, and my God, 

In that ſame Chappel del ind the high Altar, were all the 
Apoſtles on Mhitlundayp, when the Holy Ghoſt deſcended cn 
them in likeneſs of Fire; and there God made peace with bis 
Diſciples : and there lept S. ohn the Evengeliſt on eur Lo2vs 
bꝛraſt, and ſaw in bis lep many ſccret things of Meaven. 

Alſo Mount Sion is within the city, and it is a little higher then 
the other ſide of the City, and that City is ſtronger on the one 
ſide then on the other; fozin the fat of Mount Sion is a fair and 
ſtrong calle, which the Soldan did cauſe to be made there. 

On Mount Sion was King Divid buried, and Solomon, and many 
other Kings of Hieruſalem, and there is the place where Saint

CNN the other ſide of Mount Dien, toward the Douth, a 
A JP tones caſt, is the Field that they bought with thoſe 
thirty pieces fox the which Chꝛiſt was ſold, that men call A- 
cheldemack, that is, the Field of blood; in that Field are 
many Tombs of Chziſtian men, foz there be many Pilgrims 
buried, And alſo in Hieruſalem toward the Weſt is a fair 
Church, where the Tre grew, of which the Croſs was made: 
and thereby is the Church where our Lady met with Elizabeth 
when they were both with Child, and St. John ſtirred in his 
Mothers Womb, and did Wozſ)jip to our Tod his Paker : and 
under the Altar of this Church is the place where St. John 
was bozn, and thereby is the Caſtle of Emaux. 


CHAP, XXVII. 
Of Mount Joy. 


Wo miles from Hieruſalem is Mount Joy, this is a fait 
place, and there lyeth Samuel the Pzophet in a fair Tomb. 

It is called Mount Bo fo2 there thoſe that travel, firſt ſ& 
Hieruſalem. And in the middle of the Male of Joſaphat is a 
little River that is calle» Torrens Cedron, over which lies 
the Tree fog men to paſs over, of which the Croſs was made, 
In this Male is a Church of our Lady, and her Sepulcher, 
and ſhe was thz#ſcoze and twelve years of age when the died. 
And there near is the place where our Lom fozgave Saint Pe- 
cer his fins and-miſd&ds which he had done. Near unto that, 
is a Chappel where Judas kiſſed our Lo2d, that men call-Geth- 
ſemain, when he was taken of the Jews, and there left 
Chiilt his Diſciples befoze his Paſſion, when he went to pzay, 
and 
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and ſaid, Pater, fi fieri, poteſt tranſeat à me calix iſta, that ig, Fas 
ther, if it may be done, let this Cup paſs from me. And there- 
by is a Garden where our Lozd ſweat both blood and water: and 
there is the Tomb of Bing Joſaphat, of whom the Uale had the 
Name : and on the ſide of that Uale is the Mount Olivet; and 
it is called ſo, fo2 there grow many Olive Trees, and it is 
higher then Dieruſalem ;-and therefoze from that Hill men may 
ſ&e into the Streets of Pieruſalem ; and between the Müll and 
the City is nothing but the Uale of Joſaphat, and that is not 
very large, and upon that Mill ſtod our Low when he alfcended 
into Heaven, and pet ſcemeth there the ſtep of his left fot in 
the ſtone: and there is an Abbey of black Cannons, that was 
great ſometimes, but now there is but a Church; and a littte 
thence eighteen paces, fs a Chappel, and there is the ſtone on 
the which our Lo2d God fate, when he pzeached and ſaid thus: 
Beati pauperes ſpiritus, quoniam ipſorum eft, regnum ccelorum : 
that is, Bleſſed be they that are po in ſpirit, foz theirs is the 
Kingdom ok Meaven. And there he taught his Diſciples their 
Pater · noſter. There alſo is a Church of that bleffſed woman Mary 
Egyptian, and there ts the buried. And upon the other'five, to⸗ 
ward the Eaff, thze bow-ſhots from thence, ſtandeth Beth⸗ 
phage, where our Loꝛd Jeſus Chziſt ſent Peter and James foz ta 
fetch the Als on Palm-ſunday, a

Here toward the Caſt is a caſtle that men call Bethania, and 
'L there dwelt Simon the Leper that harboured our Lo, and 
them that were baptized of his Diſciples, and he was called 
Julian, and was made Plihop, and that is he that men call on 
fo2 god Pabour.

Of that city was Rahab, that 
common woman, that received the Beſlengers of Iſrael, and 
kept them from the peril of death, therefoze he-had a god re- 
ward, as Holy Writ ſaith, Quicunque accipit prophetam in no- 
mine meo, mercedem Prophciz, &c. that is, he that recei- 
veth a Pꝛephet in my name, he ſhall receive the reward of a

time grien, and ſometime thick : and the men that dwell 
there are called Samaritans, and they were converted by the 
Apoffles ; pet their Law varieth from the Law of Chulli⸗ 
ans, as alſo from Jews and Painims.

Nd iu this Country, as in many ether Lauds beyond the 
Sta, it is a cuſtom when they have war, that uf a City oz 
Calle be beſieged ſo ſtrongly that they can lend no Peſlen⸗ 
Kers to Lows foz ſuccour, then they wzite their Letters, 
and bind them about the necks of Doves, and let them flxe 
their ways, becauſe the Dove is of that nature, that ſie will 
return again to the place where ſhe is bed; and thus they 
do commonly in that country. And ye ffalk underſtand that 
among the Saraſins, in many places, dwell Chziſtians under 
Tribute, and they are of divers manners, and have divers 
Laws, though they be all Chziſtians, and bclieve all well in 
our Low God, the Father, the Don, and the Holy Ghoſt ; kut 
vet they fail iu the Articles of our Faith, and they are called 
Jacobins: foz Saint James converted them to the Faith, 
and Saint John Faptized them: and they ſay, that men 
need onelp to confeſs their ſins unto God, and not unto men; 
foz they ſay, that God bade not one man confeſs himlſclf to 
another man, And therefoze ſaid David in this manner, 
Confitebor tibi Domine in toto corde meo; That is, Lozd, J 
will confeſs mp ſelf unto thee with all my heart, And in an- 
other place, he ſaith thus, Peccatum meum cognitum tibi _ 
. that. 
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that is, my trefpaſſes J have made known unto thee. And in an- 
other place, Dcus meus es tu, & confitebor tibi: that is, thou art 
my God, and J will confeſs my ſelf unto thee, And in another 
place, Quoniam cogitatio hominis confitebitur tibi; that is, The 
thought of man ſhall be known unto thee. And they read ol⸗ 
ten the Erble and Pſalter, but they ſay not in Latin, but in their 
own Language  foz they ſay, that David and other P2ophets 
did ſo, And Saint Auſtin and- Saint Grogory ſay, Qui ſcelera 
ſua cogitat, & converſus fuerit, veniam ſibi credat, That is, 
'Whoſo knoweth his ſin, and turneth, he may believe to have 
fozgivenels. And Saint Gregory ſaith thus, Dominus potius men- 
tem quam verbum conſiderat. That is, cur Lozd taketh more hecd 
to thought, than to wozd, And Saint Hillarius faith, Longorum 
temporum crimina ictu oculi, &e. That is, fins that are done 
of old time, periſh in the twinkling ok an exe, i hatred at them 
be in a mans heart, And therefoze ſay they by theſe Authozities, 
that men ſhould confeſs them only to God; and this wey the 
Apoſtles taught: but the Pepes that came ſince, have ozdained 
that men ſhould confeſs them to Pꝛieſts and men as they are; and 
the cauſe is this: Foz they ſay, that a man that hath ſickneſs, 
men may give him no god medicine, except they know the kind 
of ſicknels: allo they lay, a man can give no good advice, except 
he know the ſin, 
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Foz there is a manner of ſin that is grievouſer to one man 
then it is to another; and therefoze it is needfull that a man know 
and underſtand the kind of ſin. 

And there be allo other men that are called Surreyens, and they 
hold half our Faich, and half the Faith of the Greeks, and they 
have long Bearts, as the Grecks have. : 

And there be cthers that men call Georgians, whom Saint 
George converted, and they do wozſhip moze the Pallowes of 
Peaven then others do, and they have their Crowns faven ; 
the Clerks have round Crowns, and the Lay-men have ſquere 
"Crowns, and they hold the Grecks Law. And there be cthers 
that men call Chziſtians of girding, becauſe they wear Cirdles 
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underneath: -ſome others called N-:ftorians, ſome Arians, ſome 
Nubians, ſome Gregorians, and ſome Indians, that are of 
Prefter Johns Land, and every one of thoſe have ſome Articles of 
our Belief. But cach of them vary from other, and their 
variance were too much to declare. 


CHAP. XL 
For to return again on this fide Galile, 


Ne ſecing J have told pou cf many manners ok men that 
dwell in the Countres afozeſaid, now will J return 
agam to my way, foz he that will turn from the Land of 
Gilile that I ſpake of, to come on this ſide, he muſt go thzough 
Damis, o2 Dimiſcus, that is a fatr City, and full of geod 
Merchandizes, and it is thzee days journey from the Sea, and 
five from Hictulalem: they carry their Perchandizes upon 
Camels, Pules, Mozſes, Dꝛomedaries, and other manner of 
Beaſts, This City of Dimis was tounded by H-1izcus, A- 
brahams ſervant, who befoze Ilaac was bozn ſhould have been 
his Heir: and there he named that City Dams. And in 
that place Ciin flew his Bzother Abel: and beſide Dimas is 
the Pount of Syer: in this Citp be many Phyſicians, and that 
boly man Saint Paul was a Phyſician there, to heal mens vo⸗ 
dies, befoze he was converted, and after he was a Phyſician 
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& Seuls, And frem Dimas men go to a place called our La⸗ 
dy ek Sardmarch, that is five miles from Dumas, and it is on 
a Kock and there is a fair Church, and there dwell Chuſtian 
Monks and Nuns in that Church, between the City of Darky 
and the City of Raphano is a River called Sabatory : which 
ſome ſay on the Saturvay it runneth faſt, and all the week elle 
it Uanveth ſtill and runneth not, oz but a little. And there is 
another River that on the night freezeth faſt, and upon the 
day no froſt is ſeen. And ſo men go by a City that men call 
Berugh, and there thoſe that well go to Cypreſs take Ship, and 
they arrive at the Yaven of Sur, oz of Tyre, and then gu ou 
to Cypteſs: alſo men may go right from the Paven of Tyre, 
and not come at Cyprels, but arrive at ſome Paven of Greece, 
and by theſe ways men come into the Countries befoze ſpo⸗ 
ken of, 


CHAP. XLI. a 
How a man may go the ſhorteſt way to Hieruſalem. 


Ow have J told you the furtheſt and longeſt ways by the 
which men go to Hi rulalem, as by Babylon in Egypt, which 
is alſo called Kayre 3 and Mount Sinai, and many other places, 
thꝛough the which men go to the Land of Pꝛomile. Now will 
A tell you the ſhoꝛteſt way to Hieruſalem, foz many will go the 
long way, ſome foz want of Company, and many other rea- 
fonable cauſes : and therefoze Jſhall tell pou ſhoztly how a man 
may go with little coſt and ſhozt time. 

A man that cometh from the Land of the Weſt, he gocth 
though France, Burgony, Lumbardy, and to Venice, oz to 
Gene, 02 ſome other Maven of thoſe Parches, and taketh 
there Ship, and goeth to the Iſle Griſſe, and ſo arriveth he in 
Greece, 02 elſe in Pozt Myroch, oz Valon, 02 Duras, o; ſome 
other Haven of thoſe Marches, and arriveth to Cypreſs, and 
cometh not in the Ille of Rhodes, but arrtveth at Famaguſt, 
that is the chief Haven of Cypreſs, oz elle at Lamaton : and 
then taking Ship again, he paſlech beſide the Paven of Tyre, 
and cometh not to Land, and ſo paſſerh by all che-Pavens to 


the Coalt, till he come to. Jaffe, phat is dhe next Paven to 
Hierulalem, foz it is but twenty eight miles befween, And 
; rem 
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from Jaffe men go to the City of Ramos, and that it is but little 
thence, and it is a fair City, and beſide Ramos is a fair Church 
of our Lady, where our Lowd ſhewed himſelf unte her in thzee 
ſhadows, betokening the Trinity; and there near is a Church 
of S. George, where his Head was ſmitten off: and then to the 
Caffle cf Emaus, and then to the Mount Joy, and from thence 
Pilgrims ſce Hieruſalem, and then to Mount Modin, and then 
to Hicruſalem, At Mount Modin lyeth the Pꝛophet Malachy, and 
over againſt Rammha is the Town of Donke, whereot the 
P2oxhet Amos was. 


CHAP. XLII. 
Of other ways for to go by Land to Hieruſalem. 


Ozalmuch as many men cannot endure the trouble of the 

Sea, and better it is to go by Land, although it be 
moze pain; then a man fall go to one of the Pavens of 
Lumbirdy, as Venice, oz another, and pe ſtall paſs into 
Greece, oz Pozt Myroch, oz another, and pe ſhall go to Con- 
ſtantinople, and (all paſs the Wiater that is called the 
Ezcach of Saint George, that is an arm cf the Sea, And 
from thence ye ſtall ceme to Pulveral, and then to the Caſtle 
of Synople, and ſo to Cappadocia, which is a great Countrey, 
wherein are many great Pills: and ye ſkall go thꝛough 
Turky, and to the Cup of Nike, the which they wen from 
the Emperour of Conſtantinople: and it is a fair City, and 
well walled, and there is a River that is called the Lay: and 
then men go by the Alpes of Mormount, and though the 
Uales of Malcbrincs, and the Viale Ernax, and fo moze 
eaſily. to Antioch, which ſtandeth richly on the River. And 
he that will go another wap, he goeth by the Roman Ecaft. 
and the Roman Sea: cn that Ccaſt is a fair Caſtle that is 
called Florage : and when a man hath paſſed the Bills, he 
cometh to the city of Moriach, and to Artoſe, where is a great 
E2idge upon the River. of Ferne, that men eall Fafiorz*and 
it is a great Wver bearing Ships: and beſide the City of Di- 
mas is a River that cometh from the Mount of Libany, which 
ts called Alban: at the paſiage of this Viver, Saint Euttace 
loft his two Dons, when he had [off his Wife: and it — 
L thzough 
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thꝛough the Plain of Chaicides, and to the great Ses. Then 
men go to the City of Fermine, and ſo to the City of Ferne, 
and then to Antioch, - and that is a fair City and well walled, 
and it is two miles long, and there is a Eridge over the Ki- 
ver, that hath at each Pillar a good Tower, and it is the beſt 
City of the Kingdom of Sury, From Antioch men go to 
the City of Locuth, and ſo to Geble, and to Tortouſe, and 
thereby is the Land of Lambre, and a ſtrong Caſtle that 
men call Mambeke, And from Tortouſe, men go to Tripoly 
on the Sea, aud by this Sea men go to Dacrcs: and there 
is two wayes to Hicruſalem : by the way on the left hand 
men come firſt unto D.mas by the River of Jordan, and on 
the right ſive men go th2cugh the Land of Flagme, and 
ſo to the City Cajaphas, in which City Caiphas was 
Lozd, and ſome call it the Caſtle Pellerius, and from thence 
is four days journey to Hicruſalem, and they go thzcugh 
Ceſary Philippi, Jatte, Kamas, and Emaus, and ſo to Hicrula- 
lem. ö 5 


CHAP, XIII 
Let another way by Land toward the Land of 
Promiſe. 


JOw have J told you ſome ways by land and by water, 
how men may go to Hieruſalem. And there be many 

other ways that men go by, after the Countries that they 
come from, nevertheleſs they come all to one end. Pet is 
there a wap all by Land to Hicruſalem, and paſs no Seca but 
to France oz Flanders, but that wap is very long and peri- 
lous, and of great travel, wherefoze few go that wap; 
but he that will go that way, muſt go by Almaine and Prue, 
and ſo to Tartary. This Tartary is holden by the great 
Caane, of whom J ſhall ſpeak afterward, ſoz thither reach- 
eth his Lo2dſhip, and all the Lozds of Tartary pield to 
him Tribute. Tartary is a barren Country, and very ſan⸗ 
dy, fo2 there groweth little either Cozn oz other Fruit, but 
there is a great plenty of Beaſts, and therefoze they cat fleſh 
Withcut bzead, and they ſup the bzoth, and they dzink the 
man 67 ail manner of Beaſts. And becauſe they 2 great 
tarcity 
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ſtarcity of Wood, they dzy the dung of Mozles and of other 
Peaſts, and burn it foz to dzeſs their meat by. Pzinces and 
other Lows eat but once in the dap, and that is very little: 
ans they be foul folk, and of ill liking. In Summer there 
are many great Tempeſts, and Thunders, that flap many 
men and beaſts: ſometime on the ſydden» it is very cold, 
and again on the ſudden it is very hot. The Paince of the 
Land they tall Roco, and he dwelleth at a City that is 
called Orda: but very few Strangers do defire to dwell in 
that Land, fo? it is god to ſow .Thozns and Weeds in, but 
other geod there is none, as J heard ſap, fo2 J was not that 
way, but J have been in other Countries marching. chcre- 
on, as in the Land of Ruſſia, and Niſlind, and the King- 
dom of Grecon, and Lectow, and the Kingdom Graſten, 
and in many other places: but J never went that way to 
Hieruſalem, and thereſoze J cannot well tell it, fo; J haue 
underſtcod that men may not well go that way but in Min⸗ 
ter, when the waters and mires that be in that Land be 
frozen and covered with Dnow, fo that men may pals 
thereon: foz were not that Snow, there might no man 
go in that Land but he were loſt, And ye ſhall under⸗ 
ſtand that a man muſt go thzce days journey from Pruſe 
— paſs this wap, befoze he can come ta he Land of Sara- 
ns, 

And ik by chance any Chziſtians paſs that way, as once 

a pear they do, they carry their victuals with them, foz th 

ſhould find nothing there but a manner of food that they c 
Sples, and they carry their Uicuals upon the Ice on Skeve, 
and Chariots without Whee!es; and as long as their 
Uictuals laſt, they may dwell there, but no longer. And 
when the Spies of the Countries ſec Chaiſtians come, they 
run to the Towns, and Caffles, and cry aloud, Kara, Kara, 
Kara; and as ſoon as they have cryed, then do the people arm 
them. And pe ſhall underſtand that the Ice there is harder 
then it is here, and every man hath a Stove in his Boule, 
and therein they eat and do all things that them needeth; 
and that is at the Hozth part of the Wozld, where it is 
commonly cold, foz the Sun appeareth not, noz ſhineth but 
little in that Countrey : and * Land is in ſome piaces 
- bw 
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ſo cold, that there maß no man dwell therein; and on che 
South ſive of the Wozld it is in ſome places ſo het, that there 
can no man dwell, the Dun giveth ſo great heat in tobe 
Countries, 
n 
Of the Faith of the Saraſins, and of the Book of theii Law, 
named A'karon.. 


Oꝛalmuch ag J have told pou of the Saraſins, and of other⸗ 

Lands, J purpoſe to ſet down a part of their Law, and 
of their Belief, as their Bok ſaith that they call Alkaron, 
and ſome call that Book Pylap, and ſeme call it Yarme, 
in divers Languages of Countries, which Book Mahomet 
Cave them, in the which Beck he mote among other 
tings, as J have often read and ſeen; that they that are & od 
ſhall go to Paradiſe, and the cvil folks to Pell; and ſo be⸗ 
lieve all Saraſins. And if a man ask of what Paradiſe 
they mean, they ſa it is a place of Delights, where a man 
ſtall find all manner of Fruits at all times, and TTla⸗ 
ters and Rivers running with Pilk and Voney, Mine and 
freſh water, and 7 fall all have fair Youſes and g6cd, as 
they have deſerveſ® and thoſe Vouſes- are made of pꝛecious 
ſtones, gold and ſilver, and every man fall have ten Wives 
and Paidens, and he fall every day once have to do with 
them, and yet fall they tilt be maidens, And they ſpeak 
often of the blefſed Uirgia Mary, and tell cf the Incarnati⸗ 
on, that Mary was learned of Angels, andFthat Gabriel ſaid 
to her that he was choſen befoze all other ſrom the Lcgin- 
ning of the Wozld, aud that wigzeſſeth well their Peck: 
and Gabriel told her the Incarnation of Jeſiis Chziſt, and 
that ſhe Gould conecive and bear .a Child: and they x, 
that Chziſf was a. holy Pzophet in wozd aud deed, and Ito 
meek and right wiſe to all men, and ene net any wap blame- 
wozthy: and they ſay that when the Angel told her of cle 
Incarnation, ſte had great dzcad, fc2 the was very young, 
and there was oue in that Conniry that p2actiſed Dowcery, 
who was called Takina, that with Enchantments rotily 
make him like an Angel, and went cften and lap with Taiz 
deys 
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vens, and therefoze was Mary the moze afraid of the Angel, 
and thought in her mind that it had been Takina, ho went to 
Paidens; and ſhe charged him in the Name cf God to tell 
her if he were the ſame Takina, and the Angel bade her have 
no d:ead, foz he was foz certain a true Peſ.enger of Zelus 
Chziſt. 

Alſo, their Peck Alkaron ſaith, that ſhe had a Child un⸗ 
der a Palm-Tre : then was ſhe greatly afl amed, and wiſked 
her ſcif dead, but as ſoon as her Child was bozn, he lpake 
and comfozted her, ſaping, Ne timeas Maria, that is, Ee not 
afraid, Mary, And in many other places ſaith their Tock Al- 
karon, that JIcfus Chziſt ſpake as ſoon as he was bom: and 
the Book ſaith that Jeſus Chziſt was ſent of Almighty God, 
to be an enſample to all men, and that God ſhall Jadge all 
men, the good to Peave@ and the wicked to Vell, and that 
Jeſus Chziſt is the beſt P of all other, and next to God, 
and that he was a holy Pꝛophet, fo he gave the blind their ſight, 
and healed all Diſeaſes, he raiſed men that were dead, and 
was ta ken quick into Yeaven. And if they may find a Xook 
with Golpels, ſuch as, Miſſus eit Angelus, they do it great 
Mozſhip: and they faſt one Poneth in the year, and eat only 
a night, and they keep them from their Wives ; but they that 
are ſick are not conſtrained to it. And their Took Alkaron 
ſpeaketh of Jews, and ſaith, they are wicked people, foz they 
will not believe that Jeſus Chziſt is of God. Further they 
ſay, that the Jews ſpeak ſally of cur Lady, and her Son 
Jeſus Chziſt, in ſaying that they did not hang him on the 
Croſs. Their Book Alkaron fozbiodeth Purther and Theft; 
and commandeth them to do fo to others, as they would 
have others do to them: foz the Sataſins believe ſo near 
cur, Naith, that they are eaſily converted when men pꝛtach 
the Law of Jcſus Chziſt. They ſay alſo that they know 
right well by their Pꝛopheſies, that their Law of Mahomet 
ſhall fail, as the Jews Law doth, and that the Law of 
Chziſtians Call laſt to the UWozlds end. And if a man 
ask them wherein they believe, they ſap that they believe in 
Cod Almighty, that is the Paker of Heaven and Carth, & all 
other things, and without him is nothing done; and at the 
dap of Judgment every man (fall be rewatded alter his de- 
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ſerving, and that all things are truth that God ſpake by che 
mouth of his Pꝛephets. | 


CHAP. XL V. 
Yet further concerning Mahomet. 


- Lfo Mahomet had wzit in his Peck Alkaren, that every 
Iman Gould have two Wives, oz thzee, oz four; but now 
they have nine, and as many Lemmans as them liketh ;- 
and it any of theſe Wives do w2ong to their Pusbands, he 
may dzive her cut of his Youſe, and take in another, but he 
mulk give part of his gods. Po2cover, where men ſpeak of the 
Father, the Don, and the Voly Ghoſt, they ſay that they are 
not thzee Perſons, but one God: fo2- their Fock Alkaron 
ſpeaketh not thereof, no2 of the Trighty : but they ſay that God 
ſpake, 62 elſe he was dumb; aud that God had a Ghoſt, oz elſe 
he was net alive : They lay Gods Wozd hath great ſtrength, 
and ſo ſaith their Alkaron, and they ſay that Abraham and 
Molcs were greatly in favour with God, fo2 they ſpake with 
him; and Mahomet was a true Peſſenger of God: and 
they. have many god Articles of cur Faith, and ſome under⸗ 
ſtand the Scriptures, Pꝛophets, Goſpels, and the Bible, 
fo2 they have them witten in their Language. In their 
manner they know holy Writ, but they underſtand it but after. 
the Letter, and ſa. do the Jews, fo2 they underſtand it not 
Spiritually, but alter their Ketter: and therefoze ſaith Saint 
Paul, Litera occidit, Spiritus autem vivificat, that is, the Letter 
killeth, but the @pirit quickneth, The Sarafins likewiſe ſap, 
that the Jews are wicked foz they keep not the Law of Moles 
which he gave them: and alſo Chziſtians are evil, fo2 they keep. 
not the Commandments of. the Goſpel, that Jcins Thaiſt (cnt 
unto them. 
And further, A ſhall tell peu what the Soldan told me upon 
s day in his Chamber, ſhutting out all other men, as Lords; 
Knights, and others, foz he would ſpeak with me in council: 
and then he asked me how Chziſtians governed themſelves 
in our Country: J anſwered him and laid, Night well, 
thanks be to God: but he ſaid ſecretly, nay, foz he ſaid that 
our Pzielts made no fozce of Gods Service: foz they yn 
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give god example to men to do well, and they give ill exam⸗ 
ple; and theretoze when the people ſhould go on the Holy days 
to Church to ſerve God, they go to he Tavern to ſin in — 
ny both day and night, eating and dzinking as Eeaſts that wot 
not when they have cneugh. Be laid alſo, that there was much 

concention among Chaiftians, and one would defraud another, 

and they were ſo pꝛoud that they wiſt not how to clethe them; 
now ſhozt, now long, now ſtrait, now wide, and of all faſhions: 
whereas they ſhould be humble and meek, giving their alms as 
Jeſus Chailt did, in whom they believe. Ve ſaid alſo that 
they were ſo covetous, that foz a little monep they would ſell. 
their childzen, ſiſters, oz wives, one man taking another mans 
wife, and no man keeping dis pzomife : Therefoze ſaid he, foz 
their ſins hath God given thele Lands to cur hands, and not 
though cur ſtrength, but all foz your ſing : Foz we know cer⸗ 
tainly, that while ye truly ſerve Gedhe will help pou, ſo that no 
man fall win of you, it that ye ſerve God as ye ought to do: 


but while pe live ſo ſinſully as ye do, we have no dzead of you, 


fo2 God will not help y:u.. Aud then J asked him how he knew 
the ſtate of Chziſtians in that manner: and he ſaid that he 
knew well »the ſtate both of Lozds and of Commons, by his 
Meſlengers which he ſent thzough all the Countries as it were 
Merchants, with pzecious Stones and ether Perchandile,. to 
know the manner of every Country, And then he did call again. 
all the Lozds iuio his Chamber to us, and then ſhewed he unto 
me thzce perſons that were great Lo2ds of that Country, who 


Fewed unto me the manner of my Country and of all. 


Chziſtendom, as theugh they bad ben men bozn in the ſame- 


parts, and they ſpake French right well, and the Dolpan alſo 2: 
and then J had great marvel of this ſlander of gur Faith, and- 


fs they that ſhould be turned by cur gcod examples to the Faich 


of Jelus Chziſt, they are dzawn away thzough cur evil living; 


and therefoze it is no wonder it that they call us evil, foz they ſay 
truth; but the Daxaſins are tile, foz they keep truly the Com⸗ 
mandments of their Alkaron. 
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CHAP, XZEVL 
; Of the Buth of Mahomet. 
Nd ye ſfall underſland that Mahomet was born at Itharcb 
in Araby, and his Father was a Painim, and his Mother 
a Jcw; their names were Abdal and Hcmna, and they were bt: 
pooz folk; and he was firſt a pooz dzudge, and kept hozle: and 
afterward he followed Perchandiſe. 

And the Saraſinssſap, he came into Egypt with Perchar⸗ 
diſe, and Egypt was the ſame time Chziſtened, and there was 
a Clappcl beſide Araby, and there was an Hermit, and when 
he came to the Thappel that was but a little low Meuſe, as 
lon as he entred, it began to be as great as it were a Palace 
Gate; and that vas the firſt Piracle that the Saratins lap 
he did in his youth. After began Mahomet to be wiſe any 
rich, and became a great Aſtronomex, and fince was the 
Keeper of the Land koz the P2ince of Caraſan, and governed 
it full well, in ſuch manner that when the Pꝛince was dead, 
be marryed the Lady named Qladiga, And Mahomet fell ol⸗ 
ten into the falling Evil: wherefoze the Lady was ſoꝛry 
that he had taken him to be her Pusband : and he made her 
believe that every time he fell ſo, the Angel Gabriel lpake to 
him, and foz the bzightneſs cf the Angel he fell down, This 
Mahomet raigned in Araby, in the year of our Load ſix hun⸗ 
d2ed' and twenty: he was of the kindzed of Iſhmael! that was 
Abrahams Bon, whom he begat on Hagar: the other are called 
Saraſins of Sara; but ſome are called Moabircs, and ſome, 
Amonites, after Lots two Sons. And ye ſhall underſtand 
that the Turks, Arabins, and Perſians, - do p2cfels the Al- 
karon, . but they vary'one from another m many matters, 
This Mahomet loved well a good man an Yermit, that dwelt 
in the Wilderneſs, a mile from Mount Sinai, in the way as 
men go from Araby to Chalde # a daies journey from the 
Sea whence Perchants of Venice tome: and Mahomct went 
often to this Vermit, foz he heard glavly the Permit peach ; 
but his men were diſplcaſcd at it, fo2 they travelled ſometime 
all night > wherefoze they wiſhed the Hermit dead. Do it bcfell 

on a night, that Mahomct was ſoze dzunk with ſtrong _ 
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fo that he fell alecp; then his men tak his won cut of hig 
ſhcath wh:les he lap and flept, aud therewich they ut w the 
Vermit, and when they had done, they put up the \ſwozd d ga tu all 
blody; and upen the Pozrcw when chat be fonnd the Vers: 
mit thus dead, he was very angry in his pund, and right wzoth, 
ard weuld have put his men unto tech Lut they all wich one ac⸗ 


ccd, and with one conitz; laid, that te himſcif Had Cain him, 
when he was dzunken, and they ſhewen him his own [wozdall 
Hody; and then be believed that they ſaid truth, and -curſed 
the Miue, and all thole that dꝛank it. And therefoze Saraſins that 
are derout, dzink no Wine openly, leſt they Could be repzoved, 
Lut they dzink good Xeverage, fweer and nourifeno, that is 
made of Calamels, end thercof is Bug ar made, 6 
And it befell ſemetime that Chiiltiaus become Szraſine, cither 
thꝛough poverty, üümplenels, 02 wickediicts ; and therefoze their 
Archbiſhop when he reccived them, ſaid, Lacllcs clla Mahomet 
roſ s ella; that is to ſay, there is no Cod but one, and Mahomet 
is his Peſlenger. And ſeeing J kave told) ou & part of their Law 
end their Cuſtoms, Now J fall tell ycu of their Letters, with 
heir Names.

Frem Topaſond men go to great Armony, to the City Artyron, 
which afozetime was a. fair City, but the Turks have ſo deſtroy⸗ 
ed it, that there neither groweth Wine noz Fruit. From Ar- 
tyron, men go to the Hill Sabiſſocal, and there near is another 
Pill called Arah, Ent the Jews call it Thano 3 where the Ark of 
Noah refted after the Deluge, and on that Pill a man map ſee 
very far in clear weather, foz the Pill js full ſeven miles of 
height; and ſome ſay, they have bern there and put their fingers 
in the holes where the Fiend went out, when Noah ſaid in this 
manner, Benedicite. Eut J judg, that foz @now-that is alwaies 
upon that Mill, both Winter and dummer, no man hath ever 
gone up ſince Noah was there: but only one is ſaidto have been 
there, who ought a Plank that yet is in the Abbey at the Hills 
fot, fo2 he had great deſire to go up that Pill, and when he was 
at the third part upward, he was ſo weary that he mixht not go 
further, and he reſted him and llept; and when he was awake, 
he was down at the Mill fot, and then pzayed he to God, 
devoutly, that he would ſuffer him to go to the upper part 
of the Bill, and an Angel ſaid, that he ould have his deſire, 
and ſe he did; and ſince that time no man did ever come there:

From. thence 
men go thzough manp Countries, Cities and Towns; ſo that 
it were to long to tell all: and to the City of Carnaa, that was 
ſometime is great, that the Mall was five and twenty miles 
about, which yet map be (een, but it is not inhabited, and at that. 
place endeth the Land of the Emperoz of perſia. | 


, CHAP: XLIX. 
Of che Country of Job, and ot the Kingdom of Chalde. 


N the ther fide of the City of Carnaa, men enter into 

the land of Job, that is a gam land, ſurniſhed with plen⸗ 
ty of all fruits, and it 4s alſo called Swere, In this land is 
the City of Thomar, This Job wag a Painim, and alſo he 
was Cottazs Bon, and he held that land as the Pzince there⸗ 
of, and he was ſo rich that he knew not the hundzed part of his 
gods; and after his povetty God made him richer then ever 
be was befoze, ſo that he was King of ldumra, after the death 
of King Elau; and when he was King he was called Joab 
and in that Uingdom he lived an hundzed thteſcoze and ten 
years, fo that when he dien he was two hundzed fozty and eight. 
years old. And iu the land of Job is no want of any thing 
that is needfull ſoz mans body. There are Hills where men 
find Panna, which Panna is called Angels Bzcan, it is 
white of colour, and much Tweeter than Sugar 82 Yoney 3. and 
it cometh of the dkw of Yeaven that falleth on the Herbe, 
and there it congealeth and waxcch white, and it is uſed in 
medicines foz rich men. 

This land boundeth on the land of Chalde, which is a great 
land, *and there the men are verp fair, aud well apparelled, 
as with Cloth of Gold beſet with coltly Pearls, and many 0- 
ther pzecious Stones. The woman are but hard ffvoured and 
go bare-fot, and meanly clad, with a wide and c.arle Coat, 
but lo ſho2t that it ſcarce covers their knees; their fleeves are 
long, down to the fot they have long black hair hanging 
about their ſhoulders, and are nothing lovely to look upon, 
but J had beft ſay no moze, fo Jam afraid I ſhall get ſmall 
thanks foz my praiſtug of them. In this land of Cn. Ide atozes 
ſaid is a City called Hur, and in that City was Abraham the: 
Patriarch bozn. CHAÞ.. 
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CHAP. L. 
Of the Kingdom of Amazony, where dwell none but Women. 


Car the land of Chalde is the land of Amazony, wherein 

dwell no men, dut all women, as men ſay, fq2 they will ſuf- 
ker no man to live among them, noz to have rule over them. Foz 
afozetime there was a Bing and men dwelling in that land, and. 
thephadwives as in other Countries, Now it befell that the King 
had great War with the men of Scithy : this Bing was called 
Colopius, and he was ſlain in Eattel, and all the Nobles of his 
Land, - When the Queen and the other Ladies of the Land, heard 
that the King and the Lozds were ſlain, they gathered them to⸗ 
gether and killed all the men that were left in their Land among 
them, And when they will have any men to lie by them, they 
ſend foz them into a country that is near their land, and the men 
come and Tay there eight rays, oz as the woman liketh, and 
then go they again: aud if they have men⸗childzen they lend 
them to their Fathers when they can eat and go, if they have 
maid⸗childzen they keep them: and ik they be of Noble blod, 
they burn the left Pap away, foz bearing of a Shield, and 
if they be of baſe degree, they burn thr right Pap away, foz 
ſheting. Foz the women ok that Country are god Warri- 


ours, and are often in pay wich other Lozvs z and the Queen

with Water. ſme Amazony, is the land of Termagute, that 
is a good Land and pꝛofttable, and (oz the goodneſs of that 
Land King Alexander did make a Cup there, and called it 
Alexandria.

Of the Lind Ethiope. 
N the other ſide of Chalde, toward the Do 
which is a great Land, and ye ſhall un 


is Ethiope, 
that the

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— 7 fand ok Luby. Soth ward to the land Maritane, 
and Roꝛthward ig the Ned Dea: and then is a Taretim that 
lalleth from the Hills cf Ethiope, unto Lidy the high and the 
low, that laſteth to tte great Dea of Spain. In this Land cn 
the Smith, are che folk very black. In this land is a Well that 
in the day the water is ſo cold that us Pan map dink thereof, 
and in the night it is fo tot that no man may abite to put his 
hand in it. In this land the Rivers and all che Maters are 
troubled, and ſome pield falt fo2 the great heat 3 and men of 
that land are fen dzenken, and have little appetite to meat, 
Yep, ou commonly the Flux of the Lody, and live not 
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In Ethiope are ſuch men as have but one fat, and they go ſo 
faſt that it is a great marvel, and that is a large fwt, foꝛ the ſta⸗ 
dow thereof covereth the body from un oz Rain, when they lie 
upon their backs; and when their childzen ate hrt hozn, they 
lok like ruſſet, but when they wax old, then they he all black. 
In Ethiope is the land of $uba, of which one of the Kings that 
fought our Lo2d at Bethlehem was King,

Fu Ethiope men · go thzough many and divers Countries 
K beloze they come into Inde and it is parted into ther 
12 parts 
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parts, that is to ſay, Inde the moze, which is a hot. Land! 
and Inde the leſs, which is a temperate Land: and the third 
part is toward the Nozth, and there it is very cold, ſo that 
with great cold, froſt and ice, the water becomes Chayſtal, 
and upon that groweth the rich Diamonds that are of a trous 
bled celcur, which Diamend is fo hard that no man map 
break it, Other Diamonds men find in Araby, that are 
not lo good, fo2 they are moze ſoft, and there be ſome in Cy⸗ 
pjeſs., In Wacedcnia men find Diamonds likewiſe, but 
the beſt are in Inde, and ſome are many times fouud in a :8fe, 
in the Pines where gold is gotten, when men bzcak the malle in 
pieces: ſometimes men find ſome as great as a Peaſe, and ſome 
leſs, and thoſe are as hard as thoſe of Inde: ſometime there aye 
god Diamends found in Inde upon the Rock of Chzyffal : and 
alſo upon the Rock of Adament in the Sea. And upon other Bills 
are Diamonds found that are as great as Hazel Nuts, which are 
ſquare, and pointed of their own kind, and they grew two tege⸗ 
ther, male and female, and are nouriſhed with the Dew of Peaven, 
and they engender commonly and bzing fozth other ſmall ones, 
which encreaſe and grow all the pear. I have many times tryen 
that if a man keep them with a little of the Rock, and wet 
them often with the Dew, they will grow every pear, and 
the ſmall will war great: and if a man do bear that {Dias 
mond on his left ſide then it is of moze vertue, fo2 the ſtrength 
of their growing is toward the No2th, that is, on the left 
ſide, as men of thoſe Countries ſay, To him that bearcth 
the Diamond with him, it giveth hardineſs, it keepeth the 
limbs of the body, it alſo giveth a man vicozyover his Ene- 
mics, ik his caule be right, and it keepeth him that beareth 
it in god temper, free from ſkrile, riot, ill dꝛeams, ſozceries, 
and enchantments. Mozeover, no wild bea@ ſhall aflail oz 
any way hurt them. This Diamond ſhould be neither bought 
noz ſold, but given freely, foz then it is of mot vertue. It 
healeth the Lunatick, and him that is poſſefſed with a Devil: 
and as ſon-as any Uenome 02 Popfon is bzought near to the 
Diamonv, it moiFneth, and begins to fweat, And men may 
eaſily polliſh chem, though ſome think they may not be polliſh⸗ 
ed, and men map aſſay them well in this manner: 3

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them on p2ceious Stones. Daphirs, oz upon Chziſtal, and 
then take a Stone that is called Adamant, and lay a Needle 
befoze that Adamant, and ik the Diamond be god and of ver⸗ 
tue, the Avamant dzaweth not the Needle to it, whilcs The 
Diamond js there, And this is the p2of that they make be⸗ 
pond the Dea. But it chanceth ſometime that the god Diamond 
toſeth the vertue though hymn that beareth it, and therefoze it is 
needfull foz to make it recover the vertue again oz elſe it is of 
little value. 
: . CHAP. LIII 
Of divers Kingdomes and Iſles in the Land of Inde, and of people 
that are of a yellow and green colour, and X 
of many ſtrange things. 


Vere is in Inde many Countries and divers Kingdoms, 

and it taketh the name of a River that runneth zough 
it which is called Inde alſo, and there are many pꝛecious 
Stones in the ſaid River and divers other ſtrange things, as 
Eales of thirty fot long: and men that dwell near that Ri- 
ver are of evil colour yellow and green. Jy that Land of 
Inde are moze than five thouſand Illes that are inhabited, 
(beſide divers that are uninhabited) and in each one of thoſe 
are great plenty of Cities, and much people; fo2 the Jndi- 
ans are of that condition, that cemmonly they pafs not out

of their Land, foz they dwell under the Planet Saturn, which 
maketh his courſe though the® twelve Signes but once in 
thirty years 3 et the Won paſlſeth through the twelve Signs 
in one Poneth, and fo2 that Saturn is of ſo little ſtirring, there- 
foze men that dwell under it, and in the Climate, have no god 
will co ſtir much abzead. Cut in our Country it is contrary, 
foz we are in a Climate that is under the Pon, and of light 
ſtirring, and therefoze it giveth us will to much moving and 
flirring, and to go into divers Countries of the Wozld, foz it 
goeth about the Wozld moze ſwifter than any other Planet 
doth. | 

Alſo men paſs thzough Inde to many Countries by Sea, 
and then they come to the Iſle of Hermes, where Merchants 
of Uenice and of Gene, and of divers other parts of Chziſtens 
dome come to buy their Perchandile. And it is ſo warm 
there in that Ile that mens members hang down to their 
ſhanks, ſoz the great diſſolving of the Body. But men o 
that Country that know better , manners vo bind them dal, 
and anoint them with Ointments, made therefoze foz to hold 
them up, whereby they may live moze civilly. In this Alland 
meu and women lie all naked in the Rivers, from the begin⸗ 
niug of the heat cf the dap till it be paſs non, and they lie 
all in che water but the face, foz the great heat that is there, 
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and the women be not aſhamed foz the men. Ju this Ille the 
Ships are without nail oz bands of Iron, left the Kccks of 
Adament that are in the Des ſhould draw the Ships to them. 
From this zue men go by Dea to the Ille of Lana, where is 
great plenty of Con, and the King of this Jude was ſomettme 
ſo mighty that he held Mar againſt Bing Alexander with: 
great ſtrength: Men of this Ze have many manners of 
Weliefſs and ſaith, and have alſp divers Laws: foz ſome da 
wozltip the un, ſeme the Fire, ſome the Tries, and ſome 
the @crpents, ez any other thing that they firſt met in the 
mozning, and \ſcme do Wozſhip ümple Simulacres and Idols, 
but becwcen Wimulacres and Idols is no diffcrence, foz they 
are but Zmages made ts what likeneſs ſoever a man may in⸗ 
vent: foz ſome Image hath an head like an Ox, and ſome 
have thzee oz four Peads, one of a Pan, oz an Yozſe, oz an 
Ox, oz auy other beaſt that a man hath ſen. 

And pe (fall underſtand, that they that wozſhip Wimulacres, 
they wozſhip them foz wozthy men that were ſometime, as 
Hercules and others, who did manp marvels when they lived 
ſoz they ſay, they know well that they are not that Cod which 
created all things, but that they are in cſtematicn with God 
koz the marvels they did, and thercfoze they wozſhip them. 
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Aud ſo ſay they of the Sun, ſoz itchangeth oft times, and giv- 
eth ſometime great heat fe2 to nouriſh all things on Carth 
and becauſe it is ſo great p2ofit, they know well that it is not 
God, but it is in Gods favour, and he loveth it moze than any 
ether thing, and ſoz this cauſe they woꝛſhip it. 

Allo they have their reaſcns foz other Planets, and foz Fire 
alſo, ſoz it is p2oficable & needfull. And of Jrols they ſay that 
the Ox is the holicft that they may find on Tarth, aud moze 
pꝛofitable than any other: foz he doth much god, and none ill, 
and thep know well that it niay not be without the ſpecial 
grace of God, and therefoze they make their God the one half 
like an Ox; and the other half like a Pan, foz Pan is the fair- 
eſt and chiefeſt creature in the W:ozld, And they do wozſhip to 
Serpents end other bcaſts that they firſt met in the mozning, 
and namely thoſe beaſts that have god meting,* after whom 
they ſped well all the day afler, che which they have pzoved 
cf long time, and therefoze they ſay that this meting cometh 
of Gods grace, and therefoze they do make Images like unto. 
thele things; that they might woꝛſhip chem bcfoze they meet. 
any thing elle. 
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And there are tome of them that ſay ſome Weafts are better 
To to mett than others fo2 Vares, Swine, and other Bcaſts 
are ill to met firſt, as they ſay. In this Ille of Lana ate many 
wild Ecaſts, and Kats in that Ceuntry are as great as 
Pounds here, aud they take them with Palliffe, foz Cats 
may not take them. From thence men go to a City that is 
called Sarchis, and it is a fair and good City, and there dwell 
many true believing Chziſtians, and there be men of Ueli⸗ 
gion. From thence men come to the Land of Lombe, and in 
that Land groweth Pepper, in a Foꝛreſt that is called Tom⸗ 
bar, and it groweth in none other place moze in all the Coun- 
try than in that Fozreſt, and that Fozreſt is fiſty days Jour⸗ 
ney; and there by the Land of Lombe is the City of Polomes, 
and under that City is a Bill that men call Polombe, and 
thereof taketh the City his name. . | 
And ſo at the fot of the ſame Hill is a right fair and clear 
Wlell, that hath a full god and ſweet ſavour, and it ſmclleth 
of all manner of ſozts of Spices, And alſo at each hour cf 
the day it changeth His ſaveur diverſlp; and who ſo dzinketh 
thzice in the day of that Well he is made whole of all manner 
of ſickneſs. that he hath, J have ſometime dzunk of that Well 
and me thinketh pet that J farę the better: -ſeme call it the 
Mell of Peuth foz they that dzink thereof, ſ&m to be young 
alway and have little ſicknels: and they ſay that this Well 
comes from Paradiſe terrelire,. becauſe it is ok ſuch vertuc, 
In this Land groweth Ginger, and thither come many rich 
Merchants fo2 Spices. Ju this Country men wozthip an 
Ox, fo2 his great ſimplicity and meekneſs, and the p2ofit that 
ts in him; foz they make an Cx to labour fir oz ſeaven pears, and 
then they cat him, and the King of that Land hath evermoze 
an Ox with him, and he that keepeth him, every day taketh 
his Fees foz the keeping. And allo every day he gathereth his 
urine, and his dung into a veſſel of Gold, and beareth it to the 
Pzclate that they call Areth porta paparon, and the Pzelate 
beareth it to the Bing, and maketh thereupon a great ſtur, and 
then the King putteth his hand therein, and they call it gaul, 
and he ancinteth his Front and his Bzeaſt therewith, and they 
do it great wozſhip, and ſay he ſail be fulfilled with the ver- 
tue of the Ox befo2e ſaid, and that he is hallowed thꝛough ver- 
| tue 
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tue of thoſe holy things, as they ſay, And when the Ring hath 
thus done, then other Lozds do it, and after them other men 
acco2ding to their degree, if they map have any of the remnant, 

In this Country their Idols are half Pan and half Dr, as 
in the. Figure in the ſecond page befoze is ſhewed, and out of 
theſe Idols the wicked Spirit ſpeaks unto them, and gives them 
anſwer of what thing they ask him: and i — theſe Idols 
they oft-times lay their Childzen, c ſp2inkle their blod on the 
Idols, and ſo make Dacrifices. And if any man dye in that 
Country, they burn them in token of Penance, that he 
ſhould ſuffer no penance, if he were laid in the Earth, by eat- 
ing of Mozms: and if his Wife have no Childzen, then they 
burn her with him, and they ſay it is god reaſon, that ſhe keep 
him company in the other wo2ld, as ſhe did in this, but if ſe 
have Childzen ſhe may live with them if the pleaſe; alſo if he 
will. In this Country groweth god wine, and women dzink 
wine, and men none, and women- ſhave their heads, and not 
ment a 

CHAP. LIV. 
Of the Kingdome ot Mabaron. 


Flip this Land men go many- a days journey to a Coun⸗ 
try called Pabaron, and this is a great Kingdom, there 
are many fair Cities and Towns. In this Land lpeth St. 
Tnomas in a fair Tomb, in the City of Calamp, and the Arm 
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und the Vand that be put into cur Lows ſite after his Reſtrs 
recen, when Chziſt leid unto bim. Noli cf incredulus, ted 
ti eſis, that is to lay, Le net ct rain hope, Lut kelitve: that 
lame hand lyeih ret unkbert the Cemb tare ; and with this 
hand they give their tems in that Ceuntry, to wit, wi o ſaith 
right, and who doth not; koz if any ſtrife be bet wen two par⸗ 
ties, they wꝛite their names, and put them into the hand, end 
then incontinently the hand caſteth away the Eill of them that 
ro wong and holdeth tle other ſtill that doth right, and therc- 
foze- men come from ſar Countrys to have judgment of caulcs 
that are in deubt. 

In this Church of Saint Thomas is a great Image, that is 
a Simulacre, and is richly beſct with pzecious Stones and 
Pearls ; to that Image men come in Pilgrimage from lar 
Countries with great devotion, & there come ſome Pilgrims 
that bear ſfarp knives in their hands, and as they go by the 
way they flaſh their ſtanks and thighs that the blod may 
come out foz the love of that Idol, and they ſap that he is bo⸗ 
iy that will die fo2 that Idols ſake. And there be ſome that 
from that time that they go out of their Houles, at each third 
pace they kneel, till that they come to this Idol; and when 
thep come there, thep have Incenſe, oz ſome other thing to offcr 
to the Idol: And there befoze that Pinſter oz Temple of 
this Jvol, is a River full of water, and in that River Pil- 


grims caſt Gold, Silver, Pearls, and other pzecioug Stones 


without 
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1] tithoatnamber, in teadof offerings ; and thereſoze ſohen 

* agthe Miner hath any need of mending, then the Maſter of 
the Pinler goes untothe River, aud takes ont thereof as 
much as is needfalfor the mending of the Binfter. 

And ve ſhailandorftand That when any great Feaffs of that 
Jdol come, as the Dedication of che Temple oz of the Thzon- 
ing ol the Idol, all the conntry thereabout aſſemble there to- 
gether : then they ſet the Idol with great rebernce in a chait 
richly belek with Gold and Tapeſtry, and ſo tyep carry him 
with great reverence 4 wozſhip roundabout the city; and be- 
fore the chair goeth firſt in pꝛoceſsian, ail the Maidens of the 
country go two and two together, and ſo after them go the 
Pilgrims that are come frem far count ties, of the which 
Pilgrims ſome fall down bofors the chair, and fo lot all go 
obor them, in ſo much that (owe are lain, and others have 
their arms and tegs woken : this they do foz love of the Aol, 
thinking that the moze pain they (after here fo their Idol, the 
mo28 joy ſhall theꝝ haba in the other world. But a man ſhall 
find few Chziſtians that will ſaffer ſo much penance lo; our 
Lo2ds fake as thvy do Taztheir Idol. And nigh before the 
chair go all the Minſtreis of the country, Which are without 
number, with great melody. 


And when thoy ars tome again to the Temple, they ſef np 
the Adol again in his — foz woz chip of the Ad two 
0; 
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02 thꝛes are willingly u un with Carp knives ; and the men 
in tyat country th nk they have great wozſhip, il that boly man 
which is lala beof their kindzed - likewiſe. they ſay, that all 
thoſe that are there ſlain are holy Men and Daints, and they 
are w2itten in their Letany 3 and when they are thus fl in, 
their frients burn their bodies, and they take the aſhes, and 
thoſe are kepł «s Reltques,- and thoy (ap it is au holy thing, 
and that they ſear. no danger while they have of thoſe athes.

Rom this country two & fifty dars jouraey, is a countty 
that is call's Lamory, and in that land is great heat 
and it is the cuſtome there that men and women go naked, 
and they ſcoꝛn all them that are clas; foz they ſay , that Gov 
made Adam and Eve all naked, and that men ſhould habe no 
ſhame of that God wiade and theo believe inthe ſame God 
that made Adam and Eve, and all the w3zlv.

No man thrre may ſay, This is my Mit, no: no wo- 
man may ſay, Lis is my Yasband : and when they have 
childzen, they give them fo whom they wil ol them that 
have medled with them. ? 

Alſo the land is all common, fo2 every man taketh what 
he will ; foz that one man hath now this year, another man 
hath the-next year. And all the goods, as Cozn, Beaſts, and 
all manner of things in that country are common, Foz there 
is nothing under lock. and as rith is one man as another ; but 
they habe an evil cuffome to cating of fleſh, foz they eat mans 
fleſh moze gladly than other. Nevertheieſs, in that land is 
abundance ofCozn, ef Fleſh, of ich, cf Gold, of Silver, and 
of all manner of goon, And thither do Parchants: bzing 
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tidzen foz to fell, aud thoſe that are tat they eat, but thole 


that be lean they keep till they be fat, and then are they eat- 
en. And beſides this Ade ot Lamozy, is another called Bo- 
mober; the which is a good Ile; and there both men and 
women that are of the Nobility, are marked inthe Uiſage 
with a hot Jron, that they may be known f:om other, fo 
thep think themſelves the wozthiet of the wozld and they 
have evermoze Mar with _ men that are naked, of whore

Gates, and between 
each two Gates is a great mile, foz thoſs two cities the old 
and the neiv is round about xx. miles : in this city is the 
Palace and Delgs of the great Caane i it is a very fair plate 
and great, of which ths Mals aboat be tw miles ans with- 
in that are many fair places, and in the Gatden of that Pal 
ace is a very great Bill, on tho which is another Palace; 
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and it is the faire ł that magibs found iir any plate; and all 
about the Pill are-many Tres bearing divers it uit and a- 
bout this Hill is a great Ditch, and thers near are many 
Rivers on each ſive, and in thoſe are many wilde Fowls that 
he may fake and not go ont of the Palace. Within the Dail 
of (hat Palace ats thirt@en Pillars of Golo, and all the Mals 
are covered with rich skins of Beads that men call Pan 
thers. 2 | 

Theſe are fair Beaſts and well ſmelling, and by the ſmell 
of thoſe Dkins, no evil mil may come to the Pallace : thoſs 
Skins ara as red as blood, and they thine ſo again t the Sun, 
that a man can ſcarcelp behold them, and thoſe Skins are e 
ſteemed tbers as much as gold. Ju the mioſt of the Palace ts a 
place made, that they call the Ponntoz foʒ the great Caan-that 
is well deckt with great an d precious tones hanging about: 
and at the four coMers of the Pountoz are our Nedvers of 
Gold, and gnder that Pountoz, and about are Conduites of 
Beverage that they d;ink inthe Emperozs Court. And tho 
Mall of that Palaces is richlydeckt and well: firſt at the 
upper end of the Ball is the Mh2one of the Empero; very 
high, were he ſiiteth at meat, at a Table that is well boz- 
dered with gold, and that bozder is fall of pzectous ſtones, 
aud great pearls, and the gaeeces on Which he goeth up, are 
of Divers pzecicus Tones bozdered with Gold. 

At the left ide ofþts Thzone, is the ſeat of his Wife, a 
degree lower then he ſitteth , and that is of Jaſpor , bozyere> 
with gold; ; and tif ſeat of his ſecond Mite, is a degree lo wer 
t;an theficd, and that is alſo of good Jaſper, bozdered with 
gold z and the ſeat of the third Wife is a degree lower than 
the ſecond,fc2 alwaxs he hath tha wibes with him whereſo - 
ever he ls beſide theſe UWives, on the ſame ſive itteth o- 
ther Ladies of his kin, each ane lower than ofher, as they 
are of degree: and ail thoſethat are married, have a conn -

Then Cham took the beſt part Caſtwazy,that is cala 
Alla. Sem took Atrick, and ] phat took Earope. Cham was 
tho wigbti eſt and richelt of his ; bzethren, and of him ars como

Cham, and foz this canſs: It is not long ago that all Tartary 
was in ſubjection and thzall to other Natlons about, and they 
wers made Heardſmeon to keep beaſts, and among them were 
bij. Linages 03 Kings - the fir was called Tuctary, chat is 
the belt, the ſecond Linage is celled Tamahot, the third Fa- 
race, the fourth Uilatre, the aol Secmoth, the firth Ps 
and the ſeventh @obeth. Theis are all helden of 
Cane Cathay. Now itbefel that the Ait CD os 
old man, and he was not rich, and men called him Chanius. 
This man tay and ſlept ona night in his bed, and there came

ſaid ta him, Caane, i@peit then? God that is Almighty ſent 
me to thee, and it his wil that thou lay ta tho dif. Lina ges, 
that thou (halt bs their Emperoz. fo you ſhall conquer all the 
landabout you, and they ſhall be in your ſub jean, as pou 
have been in theirs : and when the mozrow came he roſe up 
and told it to the bij. Linages, and ther fcoznid him, and ſaid

Cha nĩus their Empero2, and they ſhould bs out at all ſubject- 
on. And on the mozrow ther cboſs Chanius to be Emperoz, 
and did him all woꝛchip that they might do, and called t im 
Caanc as the white Knight called Him, and they ſaid they 
would to es te bate them. When de mare many ſtatutes 
and Laws, the which is called 3ſakan. The fir Statute 
was that they might be obedient to God Almighty, and be- 
liebe that he woMp deliver them out ef-thzaldom, and that 
they ould call on him in all eheir wozks.

Now wall J telt you of the godaming vf bis Court 
when they make great Feaſts , and he keepeth four pzinc. 
pal Keaffs in the pear ; the fi: is ofhis Birth, ; the ſecond 
wien be was carried to the s to be Cirtumcilas ; the 
rytrd is of bis Adels, when they begin to ſpeak ; and tho 
foarth when the Idol beginneth firſt to do Piracles, and at 
thoſo times he hath men Well arrayed by thouſands, and dy 
pundzeds, and each one knows what he ſhall de. Foz there 
is firſt ozdained ur thonſand rich Barones and mighty, fo; 
to ozdain the Feat. and to ferve the @mperonr ; and all 
theſe Barons dave Crowns of Gold well deckt with pzecious 
Stoncs and Pearls, and they ars clad in Cloth of Gold and 
Camathas, as richly as they may be made : they may*weſſ 


cloth ts dere. 
into ſour parts, and each Company is clad in 
very richly 3 and whon the firff thoufand is paſſed, 
ſhewod themſeldes, then come the ſecoud thouſandy 
the third thouſand, and thenthe fourth ; and none 
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ſpeaketh a wozd. And on the one ſide of the Emperouts Ta- 
ble ſicteth many Philoſophers of many Sciences, ſeme of 
Aſtronomy, Negromancy, Geometry, Dpꝛomantyand ma- 
ny other Sciences, and ſeme have befoze them Aftrofobes of 
Gold oz pꝛetious Stones, full of ſand oz of Ccals burning, 
ſome have Yozologies well dight and richly, and many other 
Inſtruments after their Sciences ; and at a certain hour 
when they le time, they fay to men that ſtand befoze them, 
peace; and then ſay thoſe men with a loud voice to all 
the Ball, Now be ſtill a while, and then ſaith one ofthe Phi⸗ 
lofophers, Cach man make reverence,avd intline to the Em- 
pero2, that is Gods Don, and Lezdok the wo2ld, foz now is 
time and he ur: and then all men tow to him, and kneel cn the 


Earth, and then the Philolcpher biddeth them riſe np again; 


and at another hour, another Philoſopher bidveththem put 
their finger in their Ears, and they do ſo; and at another 
hour another Philoſcpher biddeth that all men ſhall lay their 
hands on their Heads, and they do fo 3 and then he biddech 
them take them away, and they do ſo : and thus frem hour to 
hour they bid divers things. And J asked pꝛirately what it 
ſhould mean, and one cf the Paſters ſaid, that the bowing & 
the kneeling on the Earth at that time hath this token, that. 
all thoſe men that kneled ſo, ſhall evermoze be true to the 
Emperoz, that foz no gift noz thzeatning they ſhall never be 
Trayto2s no2 falſe to him and the putting of the finger in 
the Ear hath this token, that none of thoſe (all hear any. ill 
ſpoken of the @mpero?, o2 his Council, And pe ſhall under⸗ 
that men bꝛing nothing, as cloaths, bꝛead, dzink,nozno 

ſuch things to the Emperoz, but at certain hours that the-Phi- 
loſophers.tell ; and if any man raiſe War againſt the Cm- 
peroz in what Country ſever it be, theſe Philoſophers know 
it ſon, and tell the Emperoz, oꝛ his Council, and he ſendeth 
men thither, foz he hath many men. Alſo he hath many 
men that kep birds as Gerfalkons, Sparhawks, Falkons 
Gentles, Lavers, Dacres, Popinjayes that can ſpeak, and 
many other: Me hath ten thouſand Elephants, Labons, 
Warmoz3ets and other, and he hath ever about him many Phz-

His Empero? is a great Low, he map viſpend what he 
1 will withcut number, becauſe he ſpendeth neither Silver 
no2 Gold, and maketh no Ponep but of Leather oz Skins, 
and this (ame Monep goeth thzough all his Land, aud of 
the Silver and Gold buildeth he his Palace: and he hath in 
his Chamber a Pillar of Gold, in the which is a Ruby, and a 
Carbuncle of a fot long, the which lighteth all his Chamber 
by night: and he hath many other pꝛecious Stones and Ku- 
bies, but this is the richeſt, | | 
This Emperour dwelleth in the Summer toward the 
Nozth in a City that men call Sapdus, and there it is very 
cold; and in the Winter he dwelleth in a City that men call 
Camalach, and there it is very hot; but fo2 the moſt part he 
is at Cadon, that is not far from thence. 


CHAP. LXXIII. 
Of the Ordinance of the Lords of the Emperour, when he 
rideth from one Country to another to war. 


Nd when the great Caane doth ride from one Country to 
another, they ozdain four Yoſts of pecple, of which the 

firſt gocth befoze.a daies Journey, and tlat Hoſt lyeth at e- 
ven where the Empero? ſhall lie on the Mozrow, and there is 
plenty of Wictuals. And another Poſt cometh at the right 
fide of him, and another at the left ſive, and in each Poſt is 
many men, and then cometh the fourth Moſt behind him a 
Wow dꝛaught, and there is moze men in that, then in any o- 
ther. And pe ſhall underſtand that the Emperoux riveth on 
mo Yozſe 3. but when he will go toany ſecret place with a 
fmall Train, where he will not be known, then he rideth in 


& Chariot with four Wheels, and thereupon is a Chamber, 
f made 
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made of a tree that men call Lignum Aloes, that cometh out ol 
Paradiſe terreſtre, and that chamber is covered with fine gold, 
and pꝛecious Stones and Pearls, and four Elephants, and 
four Oren all white go therein, and five oz ſix great Lom 
ride about him, ſo that none other man may come nigh him 
except the Emperoꝛ call any: and in the ſame manner with a 
Chariot, and ſuch Train, tideth the Empꝛels by another ſive, 
and the Emperoꝛs eldeſt Bon in that ſame Arrap; and they 
have ſo many people, that it is a great marvel foz to ſe. 


CHAP. LXXIV. 

How the Empire of the great Caane is divided into twelve 
Provinces, and how they do caſt Incenſe in the fire, 
where the great Caane paſſeth through the Cities and 
Towns, in worſhip of the Emperour. 


He land of the great Caane is divided into twelve P20- 
vinces, and every Pꝛovince hath moze then two thouſand 
cities and towns, And when the Emperoꝛ rideth thꝛough the 
country, as he paſſeth thꝛough cities and towns, each man 
maketh a fire befoze his houſe, and caſteth therein Incenſe, 
and other things that give god ſmell to the Emperoz, And 
if any men of Religion that are Chziſtian men dwell near 
where the Emperoz cometh, they meet him with Pꝛocellion, 
with Croſs and holy water, and they ſing Veni Creator Spi- 
xitus, with loud voice: & when he lth them coming, he com⸗ 
mandeth the Lo2vs to ride near to them to make way, that the 
Religicus men may come to him ; & when he lth the Croſs, 
he doth off his Mat that is made of p2ecious ſtones, and great 
Pearls, and that Bat is ſo rich, that it is marvel to tell, and 
then he inclincth to the Croſs, and the Pꝛelate of the Reli- 
gious men laith Dziſons betoze him, and giveth him the bleſ- 
ſing with the Croſs, and he inclineth to the blelling full de- 
voutly 3 and then the Pꝛelate giveth him ſome fruit, to the 
number of nine Pears oz Apples, 02 other fruit, ina Platter 
of Gold, and then the Emperoz taketh one thereof, and the o⸗ 
ther he giveth to his Lo2ds : foz the manner is fuch there, 
that no ſtrange man may come befoze the Emperoz, but he 
gives him lomewhat, _ the old Law, that ſaith, Non —

dit conſpectu meo inanis, that is to ſay, No man comes in- 
to my light empty. And then the Emperoz biddeth thoſe Re- 
ligious men that they go fo2th, ſo that men of his Poſt de⸗ 
file chem not ; and thoſe Religious men that dwell where che 
Empzels oz the Empero2s Don cometh, they do in the ſame 
manner.

How the Cane is the mighticit Lord of all the world. 


His great Caane is the mightieſt Loꝛd of the would, foz 
Preſter John is not ſo great a Lo2d as he, noz the Soul⸗ 
dan of Babylon, no2 the Emperoꝛz of Pera. In this land a 
man hath an hundzed wives, ſome fo2ty, and (ume moze, 
ſome leſs, and they take of their kin to wives, gll ſave their 
Siſters, their Pothers and Daughters; and they alſo take. 
their Stepanother, if their Father be dead; and men any 
women have all one manner of cloaching, lo that they may 
not be known: but the women that are married, bear a to- 
ken on their heads, and they dwell not with their Yuſ- 
bands, but he may lie by any as he will. They have plenty of 
all manner of beaſts ſave ſwine, fo2 they will keep none: aud 
they believe in Godthat made all things, and yet have they 
Idols of Gold and Silver, and to thoſe Idols they offer their 
firſt milk of beaſts. . 


CHAP. LXXVI. 
Yet of other manners of this Country, 

che Emperoz the great Caane hath three Wives, and 

© the paincipal wife was Prefter Johas Daughter, Audthe 
people of this country begin to do all their things in the new 
Pon, and they wozſhip much the Bun and the Pon ; thoſe 
men ride commonly without Spurs; and they hold it a 
great ſin to bzeak one bone with another, and to ſpill Filk 
on the ground, 02 any other ligquo2 that men may dzink : and 
the moſt fault that they. map do, is to piſs in the Mouſes 
where they dwell ; and he that pifſeth in his Boule all be 
fiain e and of that ſin they ſhzive them to their Pateſts, =:

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fo2 their Penance they give Dilver, and che place where they 
Fave piſled ſhall be hallowed, s2 clſe may no man come there. 
And when they Yave done their Penance, they (fall paſs 
thꝛough a fire aʒ two, to make them clean of their uns: when 
they have eaten they wipe their hands upon their skirts, fo2 
they have no Table-cleaths, except it be very great Lo2ds : 
and when they have all eaten, they prt their diſhes oz plat⸗ 
ters not waſhed, into a Pet 02 Cauldzen with the lieh that 
is left when they have eaten, until they will cat another 
time: end rich men dꝛink Milk of ares, Alles, oz other 
- beaſts,and other Beverage, tbat is made of Bulk and Mater 
together, foz they have neither Eter noz Wine, And when 
they go to Mar they War full wiſely,and each man of them 
beareth two oz thꝛer Bows, and many Artews, aud a great 
Hatchet: Gentlemen have ſbozt @wozds, and he that fleeth 
in Battel they lay him, and they are ever in purpoſe to 
bing all the land in ſubjection to them; ſoz they ſay, it is 
Pꝛopheſied that chey l all overcome by ſhot of Archers, aud 
that they ſhall turn men to their Law, but they wot not what 
men they ſhall be: and it is great peril to purſue the Tar⸗ 
farians when they fler, foz they will ſhot behind and flay 
men, as well as befoze : and they have ſmall eyes as little 
Eirds, and they are commonly falſe, fo2 they hold net their 
pꝛomiſe. And when a man ſtall die among them, they ſtrike a 
Spear in the earth beſide him , and when he dzaweth to the 
death, they go out ofthe Youle till he be dead, then they put 
him into the Earth in the Ficld, 


CHAP. LXXVII, 
How the Emperour is brought unto his Grave when 
he is dead, 


AP when the Emperor is dead, they ſet him into a Cart, 
inthe midſt of his Tent, and then igt befoze him a Ta⸗ 
ble covered with a Ckoth, thereupon they ſet fteſh and other 
meat, and a Cup full of Pares P:lk; ano they ſet a Fare 
with a Colt by him, and a Yozſe ſadled and bzidled, and they 
lay upon the Yozſe Gold aud Dilver, and all about him they 
make a great Pit, and with all the things they ut ham 

tycrez 
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therein, as the Tent, Mozſe, Gold and Silver, and all that 
is about him; and they ſay, when he cometh into another 
wozld, he ſhall not be without an houſe, no2 hozſe, noz-fil- 
ver, no2 gold, andthe Pare ſhall give him Pilk, and-bzing 
foꝛth moze Moꝛſes till he be well flozed in another Wozld : 
and one of his Chamberlains oz ſervants is put with him 
in the earth, foz to do him ſervice in the other Wozld ; foz 
they believe that when he is dead, he ſtall go to another 
Mozld, and be a greater Lo2d there then here: and when he 
is laid in the carth, no man may be ſo hardy foz to ſpeak-of 
hi m befoze his kriend. 


CHAP. LXXVIII. 
When the Emperour is dead, how they chuſe and 
make another. 


Nd when the Emperoꝛz is dead, ſeven of the Kindzedga- 

ther them together, and they touth his Son oz the next 
sf his blod, and they ſay thus, Me will ; and we ozdain, and 
we pꝛay thee, that thou wilt be our Lozd and Emperoz: and 
he enquired of them, and ſaith, Af ye will that J reign over 
vou, then muſt you do all that J bid you, And ik J bid that 
any ſhall be ſlain, he ſtall be flain : and they anſwer all 
with one loud voice, All that pe bid all be done. Then ſays 
the Emperoz, From hencefozth my wozd ſhall cut as my 
Swo2d : and then they ſet him in a Chair and Crown him, 
andthen all the god Towns thereabout ſend to htm pzeſents, 
ſo much, that he (hall have moze then an hundzed Camels los 
den with Gold and Silver, beſide other Jewels that he Call 
have of Lows, as pꝛecious Stones and Gold without num- 
ber, and Yoſes, and rich cloaths of Camacas and Tarius, 
and ſuch other, 

CHAP. LXXIX. 
What Countries and Kingdomes bt next to the Land of Ca- 
thay, and the Fronts thereof. 


TT Land of Cathay is in Afia the dep, and this ſame 
land reacheth towards theWeſt upon the Kingdom of Her⸗ 
cie, the which pertained ſome time to one of the thug Kings 
| that 
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that went to ſcek our Lozd in Bethlem; and all thoſe that 
come of this kin, are Chꝛiſtian men. {Theſe men of Tartary 
dzink no Mine. In the Land of Cozoſayme, that is, at the 
Nozth-ſide of Cathay, is a very great plenty of gods, but no 
Wine, the which hath at the Caſt ſide a great Wilderneſs, 
that laſteth maze then a hundzed dates journey, and the 
beſt City of that land is called Coꝛoſaym: and after the name 
of that City is the land called, and men of this land are god

there: and there are lo many Faiths, that a man cannot tell 
on what ſide he may turn him: and m this land are few. 
tres bearing fruit. In this land men lie in Tents, and 
they burn dung of Beaſts fo2 lack ok wod. This land de⸗ 
ſcendeth toward Pꝛuſie and Nuſie, and thꝛough this land run⸗ 
neth the River Echel that is one of the greateſt Rivers of the 
Wold, and it is frozen lo hard every year, that men fight 
thereupon in great Battels on Yozſe, and Fot-men mo2e 
then a hund2ed thouſand at once. And a little from that Ni- 
ver is the great Oceh,, that they call Paure; and between: 
this Paure and Aſpy, is a very ſtreight paſſage to go toward 
Inde, and therefoze Bing A'cxander did make there a City 
that men call Alexandzy, fo2 to keep that pallage, ſo that no 
man map paſs unleſs he have leave, and now is that City 
called Port de Fear, and the pzincipall City of Comaine is 
calted Sarachis, that is one of che th2& ways to go to Inde; 
but thꝛough this way may not men go unleſs it be in Wins 
ter, and this paſſage is called Berbent, And another way is 
to go from the land of Tulkelcon thzough Perſiatin this wap | 
are many daies journey in Wilderneſs. And the third way 
is that that cometh from Coſmane, and goech thzough the 
great City, and thꝛough the Kingdoms of Abachare. And ye 
ſhall underſtand, that all thWMkingdoms and Lo2dſhips un- 
to Perfia, are holden of the Cane, and many other, and 
therefoze he is a great Lozdof men aud of land.

he w unto reu cf other lands and Kingdomes, in coming 
rown from Cathay to the G2eck Sta, where Chziſtian men. 
duell: and fo2 as much as next the great Caane of Cathay, 
the Emperoꝛ of Perſia is the greateli Lo2v, therefoze J ſhall 
ſpeak of him; and ye fall underſtand, that he hath two 
Kingdoms, the one beginneth Caſtward, and it is the King- 
dom of Turkeſcon, and it laſteth Weſtward to the ſca of Cal⸗ 
py, and Southward to the land cf Inde. This land is great 
and plain, and well manned with gad Cities, but two moſt 
p2incipal, the which are called Lacirita, and Sozmaguant. 
The other is the Kingdom of Perſia, and laſteth from the ri- 
ver of Piſon unto great Armony, and Noz2thward unto the 
ſca of Caſpy, South wards to the land ot Inde, and this is a 
full plenteous country, and a god : In this land are thꝛer 
pꝛincipal Cities, Nalal oz, Daphen, and Scrmeſle, | 


CHAP. LXXXI. 
Of the Land of Armony, which is a good Land, and of the 
Land of Middy. Je 


F is the land of Armon p, in the which was ſometimes 
thee Kingdoms : that is a god land and plenteous, 
and it beginneth at Perſia, and laſteth Weſtward to Turky 
in length, and in bꝛeadch laſteth from the City of Alexander 
(that now is called Pott de Fear) unto the land of Midby. 
In this Armony are many fair cities, but Canriſſy is moſt of 
name. Then is the land of $jddp, and it is very long and 
not bꝛoad, and beginneth Ea d to the land ok Perſia, and 
Inde the leſs, and laſteth Weſtward to the Kingdom of 
Clalde, and Nozthward to little Armony : in this Piddy 
Are many great Bills and little Plains , and there dwell

T Pen next is the kingdom of Geo2gy that beginneth Eat- 
ward at a great Pill, that men call Abloz : this 

laſteth from Turtzey to the great ſea, and to the land of 

dy, and fo great Armony ; and in this land ars tw2 Ring- 
doms, one of Abcatf”and another of Geozgy; but be of Geoz- 
gy is in ſub/jeaten to the great Ciane, but he of Abcan hath a 
{frong country,and def?nqeth him boell agatn the Enemies: 
and in this land of Abcan is a great marvel, foz there ia a 
country in this land that is near thzee bays journey in 
length, and it is called Hampton, «that country is all cobe red 
with darkneſs, ſo that it hath no light that no man may ſes -. 
there, and no man dare go in that conntry foz barknels And 
nevertheleſs men of that coantry thereby ſay, that they may 
ſometime heer therein the voices of Pen and Yo2ſes crying, 
and Cocks crow, and they know well that men dwell there, 
but they know not what manner of men: and they (ay, tht 
darkneſs came though the wozk ef Goddthat he did fo2 Chzt- 
ſtien men there. Foz there was a wicked Emperoꝛ that was 
of Poy, and was called Szures, and he purſues ſometime the. 
Chꝛiſtian men to veſfrop them, and did make them do ſacri- 
fice to his falſe gods, foz in that country dwelled many Chzt- 
ſtian men the which left all their goods, and cattel,and riches, 
and went to G2£ce; and when they wergail in a great Plain 
hat is called Pi con the Emperoꝛ and his men came to. flap 
the Chnſtian men, and then the Chziftian men kneled down 
and p2ayed to God, and anon came a thick cloud and codexey 
the Emperoz and all dis Beaſts, ſo that he might not go a- 
way, and ſo ther dwelt in darkneſs , and they never came ont 
after : and the Chziſtian men went fo:ward as the would; 
and therefoze thep ſay thus, A Domino fact am eſt iſtud & ett 
mirabile in oculis noſtris : that is to ſay, Df out 11930 is this 
done, and it is matvellous ia our eyes. Dat of this land com- 
eth a River whersby men * ſee by good tokens tdat men

Tann nert is the land of Tutky, that reacheth fo great 
Armony, and therein ate many countries, as Caper doce 
& 


with few Mils and Rivers. And then is the Kingdom of 


Melopotamp, that beginneth weſtwardAt the River of Ty. 


ger, at the city that men call Moſel, and it ladet UWe#wary 
to the River of Cuphzate, fo a city that men call Rochaim, 
and welt ward from bigh Armonx,. unto the Milderneſs of 
Inde theleſs - and it is a good land and plain, but theie js 
fow Rivers, and there is but two {ills in that land, tbe one 
tis call iniar, and the other Liſon, and it reacheth unto the 
land of Chalde. 


Of divers Countries , Kingdoms, and Ifles, and Marycls 
beyond the Lind of Cathay, 


N Dw have I ſaid and ſpoken of mzny things on this fide 
of the great kingdom of Cafhay, of whom many are 
obepſant tothe great Caane. Now I ſhall tell of ſome land, 
countries,and Illes that are beyond the land of Cathay: whe. 
ſo goeth from Cathay to Inde the Yigh and the Low, ye 
ſhall go thzongh a Kingdomtbat men call Cadiſſen and it is 
a great land there groweth a mannerof Fruit as it were 
Gourds, and when it is ripe, men cut if aſunder, and thep 
find therein a Beaſt as it were of fle,bone; and bloud, as it 
were alittle Lamb without wooll, and men eat the beaſt and 
Fruit alſo, and ſure it ſeemeth very ſtrange. Nevcrtheleſs 
I ſaid to them, that J held that for no marvel, foz J ſaid that 
in my country are Trees that bear Fruit that become Eitde 
flying and they are good to eat, and that that falleth on the 
water [ibeth, and that that falleth on the earth dieth ; and 
ther marveiled much thereat. Jnthis land, and many other

e, Birke, Nuetion, Patyn, and Geneth,in each one of | 
thefe conntries are many good cities, and it is a plain land, 
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fhereabout are Trees that bear Clodes and Nufmegs, and 
Pace, aud many other Dpices 3 and there be Wines that 
bear (3 great Gzapes that a ſtroag man ſhall had enough to 
bear a Claſter of Gzapes. In that ſame Land are the Mills 
of Taſpy that men ca'l Uber, and tncloſed within theſe Mills 
are the Jews of the. r. kinds, that men call Gog and Magog, 
an? they may come oat on no ſide. There were tncloſed rü. 
Kings, with their Folk that dwelled between the Hills of 
Deche: and King Alexander chaſed (hem thither among 
tyoſs Villg,foz hs truſted to have incloſed them there, thzough 
the wzking men, but be might not, and when he ſaw be 

might not de pzayeq to God that he wonld ſalfill that which 
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de had begun 2: God heard his P2ayer , aud inclaſed the 
Bills all about them but at one ive , and there is the (ea of 
Caſpy. Yers ſome men might ask,if there be a ſea on one ſide. 
whe go they not out there ? thereto anſiver J, That al- 
though it be called a ſea, it is not a ſea, but a Pool Eanving 
among Hills, and it is the greateſt Pool of all the wozlo 3 
and though they go over — yet they wot not _ 
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arrive, for they can ſpeak no ſpeech but their own : aud yg 
ſhall underſtand that thoſe Jews Which dwell among the 
ils have no Lam among them, and yet they pay tribute foz 
ir land to the Kings of Armony : and ſometime it is ſo, 
that ſome of thoſe Jews go ober the Hills, but many may 
not paſs there together, for the Þil.s are ſo great and high. 
Neverticleſs, men (ap in that conntry thereby, that in tbe 
time of Antichzi they ſhall do much harm fo Thꝛiſtlan men, 
and therefo2e all the Jews that dell in divers parts of the 
Weozld learn fo2 to ſpeak Mebzew, foz fhey hopachat theſe 
Jefvs, that dwell among the HÞil's afozeſatd. ſhall come ont 
of the Hills, and (peak all Yebzew, and nothing elſe, and 
then (hall theſe Jews ſpeak Yebzew to them, and lead them 
into Chziſtindem fo2 to deſtroy Chziſttan men. Foz theſe 
Jews lay they know. by their P2opheſies, that thoſe Jews 
that are among thoſe Mills of Caſpy, ſhall come ont, and 
C52iſtjan men ſhall be in their ſubjection, as they be under 
Chuſtian men now. And if pe will know how they Call find 
the DaCage out, as J have under ſtood 1 ſhall teil vou. Ja the 
time of Antichziſt, a For ſhall make his Den in the lame place 
where King Alexander did make his Gates, and he ſhall dig 
in the earth ſo long till he pierte it tbꝛough and come emong 
the J2zws ; and wben they ſee the Fox, they (hall habe great 
. marvels of him fo2 They never ſaw ſuch a Beaſt, but other 
eats they have among them many: and they ſhall chaſe 
this Fox and purſue him until that be be fl:d again into his 
Mole that be come fram, and then (hall they dig after him 
un ' il they come to the Gates that Alexander did make of great 
Stones well laid with Poꝛter ; then ſhallthey bzeak thoſe 
Gates, and they (hall find the way fozth» 


CHAP. LXXXV. 
Of the land of Bactrie, and of many Griffons and 
other Beaſts. 


Kom this land men ſhall go unf9 the land of Badrie, 

where are many wicked men and cruel : In this land ate 
Trees that bear Mool, as it were ®h:ep, of which ther 
make Cloth. In this land are Ppokains that divell ſome- 


tum 
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time on land, and ſometime on Mater, and are half a wan 
and half a Yozſe , and they feed on men, when they may get 
them. In this land ate many Griffons moze than in other 
p!aees, and ſcme ſay they have the bedy bifoze as an Eagle, 
and behind es a Lyon 3; and t is true, \ they be made ſo : 
but tte Gaiffon Hith a body greater than 8 Lyons , and 
ffronger then 100 ETagles 3 foz certainly he will bear to his 
Neſt flying a Yozſe anda man upon his back, oz two ien 
yoked together as they go fo Plongh, fe: be bath long nails 
en bisfcet, as great as it were hozrs of Dren, and of thoſs 
ttey make Cops there to dzink with, and ol his ribs they 
make Bows to ſhoot with. 


CHAP. LXXXVI, 
Ol che way to go to Preſter obus land which i; Empe- 
tour of Inde. 


Þ Kom this land of Badtie men go in many dars journey 
to the land of Preſter John, that is a great Emperoz of 
Inde, and men call his land the Iſle cfPantroſe. This Em. 
perez Preſter John hoiveth a great land and many geod Cities 
and good Towns, In this kingoom are many good Alles 
and large; foz the land of Inde is parted into Alles, becanſe 
of great Rivers that come out of Paradiſe : and alſo in the 
ſea ate mary great Ades. The beſt City that is the Ide of 
Panttoze is called Nile, that is a noble City and a rich. Pre 
ſter John ha'h and2r him many Kings, and divers Le2ds, 
and his lan? is good and rich but not ſo rich as the land of 
the great Caane, ſoz Berchants come not ſo much thither as 
they do into the land of the great Caine, foz it is tos long a 
jourr er. And aiſs they find in that Jfle of Cathay all things 
that they he ve ncev of, as Dpiccrie, Cloth of Gold, and othes - 
Richgs : and altbcagh they might have better cheap in the 
land of Prefier» John then in the land ef Cathay, and moze 
fine, nevertheleſs they wtil not go thither by reaſon of the 
length of the journey, and great petils on ſea : ſo2 there ate 


many places in the ſea where ares many Rocks oa Stone 


that is called Adamant, the which of his cwn kind dzaweth 


to him all manner of Aron and therefoze there map be no 
Ships -

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Ships that habe iron nails paſs, but it dzaweth them fo it, 
and therefoz2 thep dare not go info that country with Ships 
foz fear of the Adamant J went once into that ſea, and ſaw 
es it had been a great Ade of trees, focks, and bzanches 
growing 3 and Shipmes told me that thoſe were great 
ſhips that abode there thzough the vertue of the Adamants : 
and of things that were inthe ſhips Wwhercof thoſeTrees 
ſ9zung and waxedz and ſuch Rocks are there many in divers 
places of the Dea, and thereſeze dare there no ſhipmen paſs 
that way. And another thing alſs is, that they fear the 
long way » and therefoze they go moſt fo Cathay, and that 
is nearer unto them. And pet it is not ſa near, but that from 
Uenice 823 Gene by ſea to Cathay is jt. 2 rii. months ſoux - 


ny. Toe land cf Preſter John is long, and Merchants paſs 


thither th2oagh the land of Perſta and come into aCity that 
men cal: Hermes, foz a Philoſpher that was called Hermee, 
founded it and then paſs an arm of ths ſea and came to a- 


mother Lip that men call @aboth, and thers find they all 


Merchandiſes, and Popinjaxes as great plenty as Larks in 
varcountry*Inthis country is little Wheat oz Barley, and 
th:refoze theo eat Rice, Milt, and Cheeſe, and other fruits. 
This @wperoz Prefies Jotin, wedded commonly the Daagh- 
ter ofthe great Caane, and the great Caane his Daughter.Jn 
the land of Preſter John ts many ſtrange things, and many 
p2eciong ſtones ſo great and ſo latge, that they make of them 
Uellels, Platters and Cups, and many other things, of 
which it were tco long to tell: but ſome what of his Law 
aud of his Faith J hall tell you. N 


CH AP. LXXXVII. 
Ofthe Faith and Beliet of Preſter Foby, but he hath not all the 
full Beliet as we have. 


His Emperoz Preſter John is Chꝛiſtr ed, and a groat part 
of his land alſo, but they hade not all the Articles of our 
Faith ; bat they belicvs well in the Father, the Don, and 
the Holy Got, and they are ver debout, and trus one to a- 
nother, and they make no fozce of Cattel. And he hath under

and thoſe Kings have other Kings under them. And in this 
land are many marvels; ſoz in this land is a grabelly ſea that 
is of ſand and grabel, and no dzepof weter,and it ebbeth ano 
fſcweth with very great waves as another ſea deth and it tg 
never ſtanding Mill, and never in reft 3 ane no man can paſs 
ts the land beyond it. And although thcre be no water in 
thr Dea, yet men may findtherein very good Fiſh, and ofo- - 
ther fachion and ſhspe then are in any cther ſea, and alſo they 
ere ofa vctpgord tale, and ſweet, and good to eat. And 
thꝛee daies journey ſrem that Sea, aremany gteat Bills, 


though which runneth a great Flond that cometh from Pa- 


radiſe, and it is ful} ofpzectons ſtones, and no dꝛop of water. 
and it runneth with great Waves into the graveily (ca : and 
this flond runneth th2ce dates in the weck ſo faſt, that it car- 
ricth gredt ſtones of the Rock with it that make ſuch noiſe, 
and as (on as they come into the gravel ſea they are no moꝛs 
ſeen: and in thoſe thace dates, when it runneth thus no man 
dare come in it: but the other daies men go therein when 
they will. And ſo bepond that floud toward the Milderneſs 
is a great Plain among Viils all ſandy and gravellp , and 
in that plain grow trees, that at theriſing of the un tach 
day, begin to grow, and fo grow they til · midday; and beat 
fcuit ; but no man dare eat of that fruit, foz it is a manner 
of Aren, and alter mid-day it turneth again to the carth ; ſo 
that when the Dun goeth down it is nothing ſeen , and ſo 
doth it every dax: Andthere is in that Milderneſs many ' 
wild men with Yozns on their Beads very hidegus,and they 
ſpeak not, but rout as wine: And in that country are ma- 
ny Popinſays, that they call in their Language Piſtak, and 
they ſpeak th2ough their own kind, partly as a man, and 
thoſe that ſpeak well, havelong Tongues and large, and on 
every foot fiveToes 3 but there are ſome that have thzes 
Toes, but thole ſpeak nut, oz tery ill. 
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'* CHAP. LXXXVIII. 
Of ar.other Iſland, where alſodwelleth good people therein, 
and it is called Synople. 


5 Hen is there another Ille that is called pnople wherein 

| alſo ate good people and true, and full ol good Faith and 
they ate mach like in their lidipg to the men befozeſaid, and 
they go all naked. Into that Aland came King Alexander, 
and when he ſaw their good Faith and Truth, and their good 
Bellef, he ſaid he would do tbem no harm, and bid them ask 
dl dim Riches,o2 any thing elle, and they Gonld have it. And 
they anſwered, that they had Riches enough whed they have 
meat and dzink to ſuffain their bodies; and they ſatd alſo, 
That Ricles of this wozld is nought wozth ; bat if it were 
ſo that he might grant them, that thip Gould never die, tyat 
would they pay him. And Alexander (aſd That might he 
nut do, foz he was moztal, and ſh2nlo die as they ſhonld, 
Chen ſaid they, Why art thou ſo pꝛoud, and wouldef win 
all the wozld, and babe ik in ſabjection, as it were a God, 
and halt no term of thy life, and thou wilt have all Riches of 
the Mozld, the which Call fozſake thee, oz thon fo2ſaks 
them, and thou chat bear nothing with thee, but it ſhall re- 
main to others, but as thon wert bozn naked, ſo ſhalt fhcn be 
„done in Earth ? And Alexander was grea lv aſtoniſhed at 
5 this ſpeech. And though it be ſo that they have not the Artt- 
cles of our - Faith, nevertheleſs J believe tha! God libeth 
their ſervice as he did of Job, that wis a Painim, the which 
he held fo2 bis true ſervant and many other. J believe veril y 


and truly, and that deſpiſe the vain glozy of the UWoztd 
as theſe men do, and [ob did: and therefoze ſaid our Lozd, 
thzongh the mouth of the help Pzophet Eſay, Ponam cis mul- 
tiplices leges meas, that is to ſay, Mhall put Laws to them 
in many manners And the Goſpel ſaith thus, Alia: oves 
habco, que non ſyut ex hoc ovili z that is A have other ſhep 
that are not of this fold: and thereto acco2deth the Uifion 
that S. Peter ſaw at Joppa, how the Angel came from {Bea- 
ven, and bzonght with him all manner of Beaſts, and —

that God toveth all thoſe that love him, an) ſcrve him mæklx 
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pents, and divers Fowls, ſaying to S. Peter, Take and eat: 
and D. Peter anſwered, J never cat of any unclean Eeaſt: 
and the Angel ſaid to him, Non dicas immunda que Deus 
mundavit. That is to ſay, Call thcu not thoſe things un⸗ 
clean that God hath cleanſed, This was done in den, that 
men ſhould not have any man in diſdain koz their divers 
Laws, foz we wot not whom God loverh, and whom God 
hateth. 


CHAP. LXXXIX. 
Of two other ſſl:s, the one is called Pitan, wherein be little 
men that can cat po meat: and in the other Iſle the men 
ate all full of Feathers. 


Pere is another Ille that men call Pitan, the men of this 

land till no ground, fo2 they eat nothing; and they are 
mall, but not ſo ſmall as Pigmies, Theſe men live with the 
ſmell of wild Apples, and when they go far out of the coun- 
try they bear Apples with them, foz as ſon as they lwſe the 
ſavour of Apples, they die : they are not reaſonable, but as 
wild as beaſts. And there is another Ille where the people 
are feathered, but their Face and the Palms of their Hands: 
theſe men go as well about the ſca as on the land and they eat 
Fleſhand Fiſh all raw: in this Ile is a River that is two 
mile and a half bꝛoad, that men call Kenemar, 


CHAP. XC 
Of a rich man in Preſter Fobas land, named Catolonapes, and of 
his Garden. 


AS in an Jfle-of Preſter Johns land, called Miſcozach, 
there was a- man that was called Catolonapes, he 
was rich, and had a fair Caſtle on a Pill, and ſtrong, 
and he made a Wall about the Mill, very ſtrong, and fair; 
within he had a fair Garden, wherein weremany Tres 
bearing all Wanner of Fruits that he might find, and 
he had planted therein all manner of Yerbs of god ſmell, - 
and they bear Flowers, and there were many fair Wells; = 
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dy them was made many Palls and Chambers, well deckt 
wich Gold and Azure, and he had made there divers Stozies 
of Beaſts and Birds that ſong and tuned by Engine oz Dz- 
bage, as they had ben quick: and he had in his Garden all 
— might be to mans ſolace and Comldat : He hay 
alfo in that Garden Paivens of the age of fift&en pears, the 
faireſt that he might findand men u of the ſame age, 
and they were clothed wich Cloth of Gold, and he laid 2 
they were Angels, and he cauſed to be made certain Pills, 
and encloſed them about with pzecious Stones of Jaſperand 
Chzyſtal, and with Gold and Pearl, and other manner of 
Stones; and he made a conduit under the earth, ſo that when 
he would, the Wells ran ſometime with Milk, ſometime 
with Wine, and ſometime Money; and this place he called 
Paradiſe 3 aud when any young Batcheloz of the country, 
"Knight oz Squire, cometh to him fo2 ſolace oz ſpozt, he lead⸗ 
eth them into His Paradiſe, and ſheweth them thele things, 
as the Dongs of Birds, and his Damoſels, and Wells : 
and he did ſtrike divers Inſtruments of Puſick in a high 
Mower that might be heard, and ſaid, they were Angels of 
God, and that place was Paradiſe , that God had grauted to 
thoſe that belteved, when he ſaith thus, . Dabo vobis terram 
fluentem lace & melle; that is, I will give pou a land flow⸗ 
ing with Pilk and Honey: And then this man did make theſe 
men dzink a manner of dzink by which they were dzunken; 
and he ſaid to them, Af they would die foz his ſake, when they 
were dead they ſhould come to his Paradiſe, and they ſhould 
be of the age of thoſe Paidens, and ſhould dwell al wap with 
them, and he would' put them in a fairer Paradiſe, where 
they ſhould ſ& God in his joy, and in his Pajeſty : and 
when they granted to do that he would, then he bad them go 
andflay ſuch a Lozd, ox a man of che country that he was 
wꝛoth with, and that they ſhould have no fear of any man; 
and if they were flain themſelves foz his ſake, he would put 
them into his Paradiſe, when they were dead: And ſo went 
thoſe Batchelozs to flay great Lows of the country, and 
were flain themſelves, in hope to Have that Paradiſe ; and 
thus was he avenged of his enemies thzough his * : 
nd 
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And when rich men of the country perceived his cautel and 
malice, ann the will of this Catolonapes, they gathered them- 
letves together, and aſſailed the Caffle, and flew him, and de⸗ 
ſtroyed all his gods, and his fair places, and riches that 
were in his Paradiſe ; and the place of the Wells are there 
pet, and ſome other things, but the riches are gone: and it is 
not long agone ſince it was deffroyed, 


CHAP, XCl, 
Of a perilous Valley that is beſide the River Piſon, 


þ little from this place, on the left fide, beſide the 

River of Piſon, is a great marvell : There is a Uallep 
between two Hills, and that is four mile long, and ſome 
men call it the Ualley Enchanted, fome the Ualley of Di- 
vels, ſome the Ualley perifous : and in that Ualley are 
many Tempeſts, and a great noiſe very hideous both day 
and night, and a ſound as it were a noiſe of Tabours and 
Trumpets, as it were at a great Feaſt, This Ualley is full 
of Divels, and hath been always, and men ſay there is an 
entry to Yell, 

In this Ualley is much Gold and Silver, whereof many 
Chailtian men, and other, go thither fo deſire of that Gold 
and Silver, but few of them come out again, foz they are a- 
non ſtrangled with Divels : And in the middeſt of that Ual- 
ley, ona Rock, is a Uiſage, and the head of a Fiend bodily, 
very hideous and dzeadful to ſ&, and there is nothing ſ&@n 
but the head and the ſhoulders, but there is no Chziſtian man 
oz other in the wozld ſo hardy, but that he would be greatly 
afraid to behold it ; foz he beholdeth each man ſo ſharply, 
and his eyes are fo ftairing, and fparkling as fire, and he 
changeth ſo often his countenance, that no man dare come 
near fo2 all the Ulo2ld : and out of his Noſe cometh great 
plenty of fire of divers colours; and ſometime is the fire ſo 
Tinking,that no man may ſtrffer it, but alway a god Chailti- 
an man, and one that is ſtedfaſt in the Faith, may go thereto 
without harm, ik they * to God only, fo? — of 
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their fins, then ſhall the Devils have no power over. them. 
And ye ſhall underſtand that when my Fellows and J were 
in that Uallep, we had very great doubt if we ſhould put our 
Bodies in a venture to go thꝛough it, and ſome of my Fellows 
agreed thereunto and ſome would not; ayd there were incur 
campany two Fryers minours of Lumbardp, who ſaid, If 
any of us would go in, they would alſo : As they had ſaid ſo, 
upon truſt of them, we ſaid that we would go, and we did 
make our P2ayers to God fo2 our ſafeguard, and lo we went in 
1.4 men and when we tame ont we were but 10 and we wiſt 
not whether thole feur was loſt there o2 whether they turned 
again, but we ſaw them no moe: other of our company who 
would not go in with us, went abcut another way toz to be 
befoze us, and ſo they were, but we went thꝛough the Ualley, 
and ſaw there many ſkrange things, as Gold, Silver, ꝓꝛecious 
Stones, and Jewels, great plenty as we thought, wi,cther they 
were ſo 02 no J know not, foz Devils are ſo ſubtil and falle, 
that they make many times a thing to ſeem that it is not, fo2 
to receive men; and therefoze J would touch nothing foz fear 
of enemies that J law there, in many likenelles, ſome of dead 
bodies, that A ſaw lie in the UMallep, but J rare not ſay that 
they were all bodies, but they were bodily ſhapes though 
making of Devils and we were often thzown down to the 
earth by wind, thunder, and tempeſt, but God helped us al- 
way, and ſo paſſed we th2ough that Ualley without peril oz 
harm, thanks be to God.. 


CHAP. XCII. 


Of an Iſland wherein dwell People as great as Gyants, of eight 
and twenty, or thirty loot of length, and ot other things. 


Nd beyond that Ualley is a great Ille, where be people 

as great as Grants, of 28-fot long, and they have no 
clothing but Beaſts Skins thac hang on them, and they eat 
no bzead, but raw fleſh,and they dzink Milk, and they have no 
Youles, and they gladlier eat mens fleſh than other: And 
men 
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men told us that beyoud- that Iſle is another, wherefn ar? 
greater Gyants, of 5, 9450 fot long, ſome 50 cubits leng, 
bnt law them not: And among thoſe Gyants are great 
Shep, as if it were young Orcn, and they bear great Tal: 
theſe ſheep have J ſ&n many times, 

Another Ille there is Nozthwaxd, where are many evil and 
foul Women, but they have pꝛecicus tones in theirexes, and 
they have ſuch foꝛce, that if they reFold any man with wath 
they flay them with beholding, as the Eaſilisk doth. Ano- 
ther Alle is there of fairer Folk and god, where the cuſfome 
is ſuch, the fir night that they are TWedded, they take a cer⸗ 
tain: man, that is odained therefv2e , and let hinwie by their 
Wives to fave their Paiden-heads, and they give him a 
great reward fo2 his travel; and thoſe men are called Gatly- 
buen, fo2 men of that country hold it a great thing to make a 
omen no Maiven : and if it be lo that the Yusband find 
her a Paiden the next night after ( foz peradveniure he that 
lap by her was d2unken, oz fo2 any other cauſe ) the Pusband 
ſhall complain of him to the Lawyers, that he hath not done 
his Devour, and he 1 all be grievouſiy puniſhed and chaſtized : 
but aſter che firſt night they keep their Wives well that they 
ſpeak not with thoſe men: and J aeked what was the cauſe 
why they had that cuſtom, and they ſaid, Veretofoze men lap 
with their Wives firſt and no other, and their Wives had 
Serpents in their bodies, and ſtung their Pusbands in the 
Pard oz on their b dics, and lo were many men ſlain, and 
therefoze they had that cuſtom to let other men have their 
MWaiden-heads,foz fear of death: and thus they ſuffer them ta 
aſſay the paſſage ere they adventure, | 


CHAP. XCIJL 


Of women which make great ſorrow when their Children 
arc born, great joy when they are dead. 


: Nother Idle there is, where women make great ſoꝛtow 


when their childzen are bozu, and when they are — 
b they 
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they made great jop, and raff them ines a great fire and burn 
them: And they that love well their Pusbands, when they 
are dead, they caft them in a fre and burn them; foz they 

. fay that fire ſhall make them clean of all filth and vices, and 
they ſhall be clean in another wozld: and the cauſe why they 
weep when their childzen are bon, and that they joy at 
their death is, they ſay a child when he is bozn, cometh 
into this Wold to have travel, ſozrow and heavineſs, and 
when they are dead, they go to Paradiſe, where Rivers are 
of Bilk and Heuey: And there is life, and jop, and plenty 
of gods without travel oz ſozrow, In this Ille they Elect 
their Kings by voices; and they chule him not fo? his riches, 
and noblenels, but him that is of god conditions, and moſt - 
righteous and true, that judgeth every man truly, little and 
much, after their treſpaſs ; and the King may judge no man to 
death, without counſel of his Barons and that they all aſſent, 
And if it be ſo that their Bing do a great treſpaſs, as ſlay a 
man,. 02 ſuch like, he ſhall die alſo,but he ſhall not be ſlain, but 
they charge and command that-no man beſo hardy to keep 
him company, noꝛz to ſpeak to him, no2 give him meat 
no2}- dzink ; and thus he dieth, : fo2 they ſpare no man 
that hath done a treſpaſs fo» Love, Lo2dſhip, Riches, 
* but they do him right after he hath de⸗ 

ed. : 


CHAP, xciv. 


Of an Iſland where men wed their own Daughters 
and Kinſwomen. 


USD is another Ille where is that great plenty of people, 
and they never eat fleſh of Mares, noz of Pens, noz 
Gele, yet is there many of them, but they tat of all other 
Beaſts, and they dzink Pilk. In this country they wed their 
own daughters, and other of their kin, as them liketh ; and 
if there be 10. oz 11. men in one houſe, each one of their 
Wives ſhall be common to other, and at night one have one 
of their Wives, and another night another: and if ſhe have 

any 
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anp child, ſhe may give it to whom he will, ſo that no man 
knows it to be his. In this land, and many other places of 
Inde, are many C2ocodiles, that is a manner cf long Ser- 
pent ; and on nights they dwell on. water, aud on days they 
dwell on land and Rocks, and they eat not in winter. Thele 
@crpents flap men and cat them weeping, and they have no 
tongue. 
In this Country and many ether, men caſt ſ#d of Cotten 
and ſow it each year, and it groweth as it were ſmall Trees, 
and they bear Cotten, In Araby is a kind of Eeaſt that ſome 

men call Gerſants, that is a fair Eeaſt, and he is higher then 
a great Ccurſer oz Sterd, but his neck is near xx. Cubits long, 
and his tale like a Hart, and he may lokover an high houte, 
And there are many Camelions, that is a little Eeaſt, and 
he never cateth oz dzinketh, and he changeth his coleur ok⸗ 
ten, fo2 ſometime he is of one colour, and ſometime of ane- 
ther and he may change him into al! colours that he will, ſave 
black and red, There are many wild Swine of many coloure, 
and as great as Oxen, and they are ſpotted as it were (mall 
Fawns 3 and there are Lions all white, and there be other 
Beaſts, as great as D:eds, that men call Lambozaus, 
and ſome men call them Tonts, and their head is black, 
and - thzxe long hozns in his front, as cutting as arp 
ſwo2ds, and he chaſeth and will ay Elephants. And there 
i; many other manner of Peaſte, of whom it were to long 
.0 wiite all. 

CHAP. XC. 
Of an Iile where dwell good people and true. 


Here is another Iſland god and great, and plentecus, 
where are god men and true, and of godly life after 
their Faith; and though they be not Chziſtians, neverthe- 
leſs of kind they are full of god Uertues, and they flye Ui⸗ 
ces, and all ſin and malice, fo2 they are not envious, pꝛoud, 
covetous, leacherous, no2 gluttonous, and they do unto 
another man that they would he did to them, and they fullfilt 
the ten Commandements,and they take no fo2ce of riches, noꝛ 


of having; and they [wear not, but they ſay Pea,and Ae 
bey 
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they ſay- he that Tweareth will deccive his Neighbour : and 
fome men call this Ifle, The Ille of Bzagamen, and ſome 
call it the land of Faith; and th2ough it runneth a great Ni⸗ 
ver, that men call Thebe : and generally all men in thoſe 
Illes, and other thercby, are truer and wiler then in other 
countries: In this- Idle are no Theeves, Murderers noz 
| Beggars. And fo2aſmuch as they are ſo true, and ſo god, 
there is no Tempeſt noz Thunder, Mar, Yungecr, no2 Tri- 
rulation: and thus it ſemeth'well that God lovech them 
well, and he is well pleaſed. with their deeds 3 and they be⸗ 
licve in Ged that made all things, and him they wozſhip, and 
they live ſo temperately in mcat and d2ink;that they live very 
long, and many of them die without ſickneſs, and thetr 
life ſaileth them with age. 


CHAP. XCVII. 


How King Alexander lent his men to win 
chat land. 


Ometime Alexander ſent men to win that land. And they 
Dient him Letters that ſaid thus: What behoveth a man 
to have-all the Wozld, that is not content therewithal; 
Thou ſfalt find nothing at all in us, Why ſheuldeſt thou 
make War upon us: Foz we have no Riches noz Treaſure, 
and all the Cattel of cur Country are common; our Peats 
that we cat are our Riches, and inſtead of Gold and Silver, 
we make our Treaſure Peace and'Conco2d,and Love and we 
have nought but a Cloth upon our Bodies: our Wives are 
not arrayed richly to pleaſe, fo2 we hold it a great folly foz a 
man to trim up his Body with cofily apparel, to make it ſem 
fairer then God made it. e have been evermoze in peace 
till now that thou wilt diſ-inherit us. We have a King 
among us, not foz ntedof theLav', noz to judge any man, foz 
there are no Treſpaſiers among us; but all only, to learn us 
to be cbedient to him:and ſo mayeſt thou take from us but our 
Kod peace, And when King Alexander ſaw this Letter, he 
thought he ſtould do to much harm ik he troubled them, and 
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tent to them, that they ſhould keep well theit god mariners, 
and have no dzead of him. .

T2 Emperoꝛ Preſter John, when he goeth to Wattel,hath 
no Tanner ton befoze him, but he hath bozn befoze him 
thꝛee Eroſles of fine Gold, large and great, and richly ſet with 
p2ecious Stones; and fo2 to Rep cach-Croſs he otdaineth a 
thouſand men of Arms, in manner as men kep a Standard 
in other countries: and he hath-men without number, when 
he goeth to any battel againſt any other Pzince, And when 
he hath no battel, but rideth to take the Air 3 then hath he 
bozn befoze him but a Croſs of a Tree not painted, and with- 
out Gold oz pzecious Stones, and all plain, in token that our 
Low Wis Chziſt fuffered death ona Croſsof Tre. And 
alſo he hath bon befoze Him a -Ueſſel full of Jewels and 
Gold, and pꝛecious Stones; in token of his pꝛeſent Nobles 
neſs and ok his Pight : he hath bozn befoze him likt wiſe a 
Platter of Gold full of earth, in token that all Lozdſhip and 
Nobleneſs ſtall turn to nought, and all flech ſhall turn to 


rarth.

A Ndhe dwelleth commonly at the city of Suſe, and there 
is his pzincipal Palace, and it is ſo rich that it is ſfrange 
to tell: foz about the pzincipal Tower ofthe Palare are two 
pomels of Gold all round,and each one of theſe hath two Car- 
buncles, great and large, that ſhine very clear in the night:and

Chamber are of fine Gold, with many Carbuncles and other 
ſuch Stonrs that give great light in Au ; and though 


the Carbuncles give eat light, nevertheleſs there burneth 
xi. great Weſſels of Chipftall ult of Balm, * 8 | 
and to dive away evil. Air. The frame of his Bed is all 


Saphixe, well bound with Gold, to make him flep well, and 
foz to deflroyLechery, fozhe will not lye by his Wives but 
th2ice a year, alter the ſeaſons, and that-only foz getting of 
Childzen, And he hath alſo a fair Palace in the city of Nile, 
where he vwelleth when he will : but the air there is not 
ſo well tempered as it is in the city of Tuſe. And he hath 
cverp day in his Court moze then thirty thouland men, beſide. 
commers and goers but thirty thouland there, oz in the 
Court-of the great Caane, ſpend not ſo much as twelve thou- . 
ſandin our country. Pe hath eveymoze eight Kings in his 
Court to ſerve him, and each one of them ſerveth a month, 
and withtheſe Kings ſerve alway ſeventy two Dukes, and 
thi& hundzed Earls; and every day axe in his Court twelve 
Archbilpops, oy twenty Biſhops. 7 Patriark of Saint 

ornas is as it were a Pope; andthe Archbiſhops, hope, 
and Abbots, all are Kings in that country » and ſome one 4 
the Lozds is Paſter of the Yall, ſome ofthe Chamber, ſome. 
Stewerds, Parlhall and other Officers z-and by he is 
richly lerved. And his land extendeth in bꝛeadth four — 
journey; and it. is of length without meaſure.

Preſter John, and the Ring is al way made by Election. In 
this Je are two Minters and two Dummers, they reap. 
Cozn twice in the year, and Gardens flouriſh at all times in 
the year. There dwelleth god people and reaſonable ; and 
many Chziſtian men among them are full rich; and the wa- 
ter between the ſide ol Preſter John and this Ille, is not very 
deep, fo men may ſit the ground in many places.

Of two other Iſles, one is called Oriel, and the other Argete; 
wherein are many Gold · mines. 


Here are mo2e-eaſt-ward-two other Alles, the one is cal⸗ 
led Oziel, ann the other Argete : of which, all the land 

is full of Pines ot Gold and Silver. In thoſe Illes may meu 
ſ& no ſtars clear ſhining, but one Star that is called Cana⸗ 
pos 3 and there men ſe not the Pon, but in the faſt quarter. 
In that Alle is a great Bill of Gold that Piſmires kep, and 
- thep part the fine Gold from other that is not fine, and the. 
Pilmires are as great as Younds';.ſo that no man dare come 
there foz dzead of Piſmires that would aſfſap them; ſo that 
men cannot dig foz the Gold noz get thereof, but by ſubtilty + 
and therefoze wben it is very hot, the Piſmtres hide them⸗ 
ſclves in the Earth from mom to non of the day ; aud then 
men ol the country, take Camels and Dꝛomedaries, and on 
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ther Beaſts, and go thither, and lade them with Gold, and 
go faſt away ere the Piſmires come out of the eartY, ' And o⸗ 
ther times when it is not ſo hot, that the Pilmires hide them 
not, they take ares that have Foals, and they lay upon 
thoſe Pares two long veſſels as o__ two long Barrels 
with the mouth upwards, and drive thither, and kep 
their Foals at home ; and when the Piſmires ſe theſe vel⸗ 
. ſels, they leap thereto, fo2 by kind they leave no Mole noz 
Pit open, and anon they fill thoſe. veſſels with Gold; and 
When the men think the veſſels be full, they take the Fcals, 
 and-bzing them as near as they dare; and then they whinny, 
and the Mares hear them, e anon they come to their Foals, 
and ſo they take the Gold : fo2 thoſe Piſmires will ſuffer . 
Eeaſts to come among them, but no men. 


C HAP. CIT 


Of the dark Country, and Hills, and Rocks of Stone, 
nigh to Patadife, _ 


Eyond the Illes of the land ok Preſter John. and his Lows 

ip of Wilderneſs, to go right Caſt, men ſhall find 
nothing but Mills, great Rocks, and other dark land where 
no man may ſ& dap oz night, as men of that ccuntry lay : 
and this Wilderneſs and dark” fand- laſteth to Paradiſe Ter- 
reſtre, where Adam and Eve was ſet, but they were but a lit⸗ 
tle while there, and that is toward the Caſt, at the begin⸗ 
ing of the Earth ; but that is not our Eaſt that we call, 
where the Sun rileth, - foz when their Sun riſeth there, then 
it is mid⸗night in our Country, by reaſon of the xonndueſs 
of the Earth: fo our Lozd made th Earth all round in the 
middeſt of the Firmament. Of Paradiſe can J not ſpeak 
pꝛoperty, foz J have yot been there: but that J have heard, 1 
ſhall tell pou. Men ſay, that Paradiſe Terreſtre is the higheſt 
fand of.all the Wozld, and it is ſo high that it toucheth near 
tu the Circle of the Pon, foz it is ſo high that Noes loud 
might not come thereto, - which covered allvhe cavth about. 
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Nenn 
A little of Paradiſe Terreſtre. 


PT Fis Paradiſe Terreſtre,is incloſed all about with a Wall, 
1 and that Wall is all covered with Moſſe, as it ſremech, 
that. men may ſe no ffone noz nothing elle whereof it is; and 
in the hig heſt place ofParadiſe in the nuddeſt of it is a Well, 
that cafteth cut the four Fleuds that rum th2ough divers 
lands. The firſt Floud is called Piſon 02 Ganges, andehat 
runnech through Inde; in that River are many paccious 
Stones, aud much Lignum Aloes, and gravel of Gold. Auother 
is called Nilus 92 Giron, and that runneth | 
and Egypt. The third is called-Tygre,. and that runnerh 
though Aflyria and Armony the great. And the fourth is cal⸗ 
led EuphAtee, that runneththaough Armony the leſs, and 
Perſia ; and men ſay, that the (wet and freſh waters of the 
Woald take their ſpzinging of them. The firſt Rivers cal- 
led Piſon, that is to ſay, gathering af many Rivers together 
and falling imo one; and ſome call it Ganges, ofa Kin 
that was in Inde, that men call Gangetas, fog it r | 
though his land: and this River is in ſome places cłean, in 
ſom@places troubled 3 in ſome places hot,in-fcme places cold, 
The ſecond River is called Rilus 02 Giron, foz it is ever trou⸗ 
bled; fo2 Giron is to ſap,trouble. -- The third River is called 
Txere, chat ig to lap ſaſt running, fozit runneth faſter then 
any of the other, named ſo of a Ecaſt that men call Tygris, 
fo2 he runncth faſt. The ſourth River is called Euphzates, 
that is to ſay, well bearing, fo2 there grometh many gov 
things upon that Kiver. And ye fall underſtand that no man 
living may go upon thc Paradiſe, toz by land he may unt go 
fo2 wild Xcaſts that are in the Widerneſle, and foz Walls 
and Rocks which no man may pals : Neither by thole Ktvers 
may any man pals, foz they come with ſo great a courſe, and 
ſo great waves, that uo Ship map ſail againſt them. Panp 
great L02ds have aſſayed many times to go hy theſe, Kwers 
into Paradile, but they might not fyeed in their way $02 
ſome died foz wearineſs in rowing, ſome were blind, and ſome 
deaf 


of Sir John Mandevile, Knight, 


deaf with noiſe of the waters; ſo no man may paſs there bue 
th:ough ſpecial grace of God. I tan tell you no moze of tha t 
plate which J may ſpeak of upon mine own ſight. 


CHAP, CIV- ; 
How Preſter Fobns land lyeth foot againſvfoot to 


12— Illes of the land of Preſter John, they are under the 
Earth to us, and they lie fot againſt fot to England, and 
other Illes there are whoſo would purſue them, foz to compaſs 
the Earth having the Gzace al God to helpthe way, he might 
come right tothe ſame countries that he were come of, and 
come from, and go about the earth, but fo2 that it. agketh 
ſo long time, and alſo there are ſo many perils to paſs, that 
few men aſſay to. go ſo, and yet it might be done,foz men come 
from thoſe Jules to other Illes, coaſting on the Lo2dſhip of 
Preſter John, whbich men call Caſſay, and that country is near - 
ix. days journey long, and moze than fifty of  bzeadth 3 and 
this Caſlay is the beſt land that is in thoſe countries, ſave 
Eathap :- and if Perchants came thither as commonly as 
they do to Cathay, it would be better than in Cathay: fo; it

him, beſide his own land.

Kom this Je men go to another Kingdom, that iscal- 
led Ryboth, and chat fs alto under the great Caane. This 

is a god country, and plenteous of Con, Wine, and other 
things: men of this land have no houſes, but they dwell in 
Tents made of Tres : and the pꝛineipall city of the Country 
is all black made of black ſtones, and white; and — the 
| treets.: 
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Streets arc paved with ſuch ſtones, and in the city is no man 
ſo hardy to ſpill blod of nan noz beaſt, foz worſhip of an J- - 
mage that is wo2zſhipped there, Jn that city dwelleth the 
Pope of their Law, and they call him Lopaſſe ; he giveth all 
Dignities and Benefices that fall to the Image: And men 
of Religtion, aud men that have Church-livings in that reun⸗ 
try are obedient to him, as men here tothe King. They 
have a- cuſtom in this country, that when a mans Father is 
dead, whom they will do woꝛſhip unto, they ſend after all 
his Friends, religious Pꝛieſts, and many other, and they 
tear the body to an Hill with great joy and mirth, and when 
it is there, the greateſt Pꝛelate ſmiteth off his head, and lay⸗ 
eth it upon a great place of Gold oꝛ Silver, and giveth it to his 
lon, and the ſon taketh it and giveth it to other of his friends, 
ſinging and ſaying many Oziſons; and then the Pꝛieſts and 
the religit us men cut the fleſh off the body in pieces, and ſap 
Oꝛilons, and the Birds of the ccuntry come thither, fo2 they 
know well the cuſlom, and they fipe about them as the Ca⸗ 

gles and other Eirds that cat ficſh, and the Pꝛieſts caft the 
pieces unto them, and they bear it away a little from thence, 
. ndtheuthey cat it: and as the Pꝛieſts were wont to ſing foz 
ſouls, Subvenite ſancti Dei, ſo thoſe Pꝛieſts there ſing, with 
high voice in their Language, in this manner wiſe, Ste and 
behold how god and gracious #man this was, that the Ans 
gels of God come fo2 to fetch him, and beat him into Para⸗ 
diſe, And then thinketh the Son ok his Father that he is 
greatly *wozſhipped when birds have caten him: and when 
there art moſt plenty of birds there is moſt woꝛſhip. And 
then cometh the ſon home with all his friends, and maketh 
them a great feaſt 3 then maketh he clean his fathers Scalp, 
and giveth them dzink therein; and the fleſh of his fathers 
head he cutteth off, and giveth it to his moſt ſpecial ſriends, 
ſome alittle, and ſome a little, fo2 zainty. And in remem- 
bzance of this holy man that the Birds have eaten, the ſow 
kerpeth his Scalp foꝛ a Cup, and therein dzinketh he all his 
life, in remembzance of his father.
